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STEPS TOWARD COERCION 


NINE AMENDMENTS 
ACTED UPON. 
£VERY POINT DEBATED UNDER GLAD- 
STONE’S LEAD—CLOTURE ENFORCED 
AGAIN—THE ‘“‘ TIMES’S” CHARGES. 
LONDON, May 2.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-night Mr. Healy moved that the first 
clause of the Crimes bill be so amended as to in- 
dicate clearly to what portions of Ireland the 
bill would be applicable. He suggested that the 
words “proclaiméd districts” be omitted, and 
that “Kerry, Londonderry, and Belfast” be in- 
serted in their stead. 


Mr. Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, de- 
clined to accede to this proposal. He said the 
Government intended to apply the clause to all 
parts of Ireland where the prevalence of crime 
justified such action. 

Mr. Healy asked if blood-stained Belfast, 
where troops had been shot and policemen mur- 
dered, was to go free, while the miserable rack- 
rented districts in the southwest were to be pun- 
ished. 


Mr. Balfour replied that the Government 
‘would exercise perfect impartiality in suppress- 
ing disorder every wiere. 


Mr. Lahouchére said, the scope and aim of the 
bill was to crush out the Nationalists, leaving 


the Orangemen to do anything they liked. The 

administration of the law was so bound up with 

+e Orange faction that it could not be impar- 
al. 

Mr. Gladstone suggested that the words “ pro- 
claimed districts” remain, and that the districts 
be defined under the other clauses of the bill. 
The answer of Mr. Balfour that all districts 
would he treated impartially was not suflicient, 
because the Ministers had often referred to the 
particular parts of Ireland where the bill was 
Ineant to operate. No doubt the people of Bel- 
fast regarded with disgust and horror the prev- 
alence of disorder in their midst, but the same” 
apology was equally good for other districts. 

“ Hear,” ** Hear.”] The conduct of some persons 
n Belfast recently stained the name of Ireland 
more than the conduct of the people of any 
other part of Ireland had. [Cheers.]} 

Lord Randolph Churchill said that the sug- 
gestion Mr. Gladstone bad made might have been 
valuable, butits value bad been destroyed by 
the raisiug@f points which were calculated to 
lead to a controversy. Mr. Gladstone had made 
himself a party to the insinuation that the Gov- 
ernment intended to apply the clause only to 
certain parts of Ireland and leave Belfast out. 
There had been disorder in Belfast, but the law 
had not been arrested. There was no analogy 
between the riot in Belfast and the ‘“‘ moonlight- 
ing” in Kerry, for which not a single person had 
heen made amenable to justice. No one would 
venture to assert that the juries in the North of 
Irelanc had failed to do their duty, as was often 
the case with juries in tue South of Ireland. To 
gar the diabolical outrages of the South of 

sland, as Mr. Gladstone did, on the same level 
asthe disturbances in Belfast was to condone 
and apologize for those outrages. [Cheers.] 

Mr. Healy replied that over 300 persons were 
maimed for life, and some killed, in the Belfast 
riots, and that only a few of the rioters had been 
punished. He said the statement. was untrue 
that there had been no convictions in Kerry. 
There had been over 20. 

Mr. Holmes said that not a single “moon- 
lighter’ had ever been convicted. It was only 
by change of venue that any convictions could 
be obtained. 

Mr. Healy postponed his motion in deference 
to Mr. Gladstone's suggestion. 

An amendment proposed by Mr. Healy, that an 
inquiry be held only when evidence has been 
withheld on account of intimidation, was reject- 
ed by a vote of 206 to 110, after a discussion 
that lasted two hours and a half. 

Mr. Healy then moved that the High Court, 
not the Attorney-General, be empowered to 
order an inquiry. 

Mr. Gibson, Solicitor-General for Ireland, re- 
plied that the Government was unable to accept 
the amendment. 

Mr. Gladstone rising to reply to a statement 
by Mr. Elliot that he (Gladstone) was responsi- 
ble for the equally strong system of five years 
ago, said that Mr. Elliot overlooked an essential 
difference, namely, that his bill had been direct- 
ed against crime, while the one under discussion 
was not. [Cries of “Oh!” “Oh!] At ijeast, he 
added, the present bill was directed against acts 
that had not hitherto been considered crimes. 
Anyway he would not renew his former propos- 
als, because he was convinced that they ag- 
gravated the evil. 

Mr. Haldane, Home Rule Liberal, proposed 
to substitute “Judge” for “High Court,” and 
Mr. Healy assented. 

The discussion being continued, Mr. W. H. 
Smith, First Lord of the Treasury, amid cries of 
“Shame!’ moved to enforce the cloture rule. 
The motion was carried by a vote of 257 to 135. 
Mr. Gladstone and the other Opposition leaders 
walked slowly into the Opposition lobby, while 
the Parnellites and Gladstonians stood cheering 
wildly. Mr. Healy’s amendment was then re- 
jected by a vote of 261 to 142. 

Mr. Nolan moved to report $progress on the 
bill. Mr. W, H. Smith said the Government was 
unable to agree to this, because only nine of the 
140 amendments to the first clause had been 
disposed of. Later however, progress was re- 
ported. 

The Times, returning to. the charges against 
Mr. Parnell and his party, says: ‘Our articles 
on Parnellism and crime and the Parnell letter 
have sunk deepinto the public mind, and have 
produced a conviction that nothing will shake 
Save evidence of a kind that Mr. Parnell cannot 
produce.” The Times also publishes a long arti- 
cle of the style of the articies on Parnellism and 
crime purporting to show that Mr. John Dillon, 

in his defense in the House of Commons of the 
Parnellite party against the charges that they 
had had relations with the dynamiter Sheridan, 
sither offered to Parliament a tissue of fictions 
which he had never taken the trouble to exam- 
ine or reached a still lower depth of dishonesty. 

The libel suit brought against William Ridg- 
way, publisher, of Piccadilly, for $25,000 for as- 
serting in the Black Pamphiet on the Irish ques- 
tion, recently issued by him, that St. John 
Brenon, the plaintiff, a former Home Rule mem- 
ber of Parliament, was a Fenian and ally of the 
Invincibles, came up for trial to-day. The court 
room was crowded in anticipation of daevelop- 
ments. Mr. Ridgway, the defendant, being 
called, pleaded that the alleged libel was true. 
St. John 3renon, the plaintiff, being 
Sworn, made ‘an emphatic denial of the 
defendani’s statements. He said he never 
was a Fenian. He left the Land League, 
he said, in June, 1880, after a quarrel with its 

managers for opening his telegrams. He had 
not since that time joined any Irish league or 
association or any Fenian league or association. 
He had never traveled between Paris and Lon- 
fon on Irish republican business. He had never 
interfered with the work of tracing dynamiters. 

He declared that Sir Lyon Playfair told him that 

Mr. Gladstone had become converted to the home 

rule theory in 1879, and that he desired Mr. 

Parnell to accept the office of Chief Secretary 

for Ireland. Witness spoke to Mr. Parnell about 

taking ths office, but he declined evento enter- 
tain the idea. 

The Marquis of Hartington writes a letter to 
the Liberal Unionists advising them to organize 
as a party for the purpose of maintaining their 
position. In his letter the Marquis says: ‘‘The 

iberals abstained, perhaps, toe long from acts 

Which seemed likely to intensify and perpetuate 

the Liberal divisions, while a prospect of a re- 

union of the party or of reasonable toleration on 
the pari of the Liberal majority toward the Lib- 

eral Uniouists existed. The establishment of a 

vigorous Liberal Unionist association will best 

preserve the integrity of the Liberal Party. 

Otherwise sound Liberals whe cannot approve 

of Mr. Gladstone’s policy may be driven to join 

the Conservative Party.” 

The meeting at Devonshire House on Satur- 
day appointed a committee consisting of Lord 
Hartington, John Bright. Joseph Chamberlain, 
Sir Heury James and others to discuss the 
points of dissension among the Unionists and 
to consult with the Government with the 
view of adjusting the differences. Ata meeting 
to-day all the differences were arranged except 
with reference to the venue clause of the Crimes 
bili, which Mr. Bright and the majority of 
the committee wish to reject, while Lord Hart- 
ings and his followers want it retained.

M. Schnaebeles has given notice that he wili 
refuse to accept the diamond cross which it 
was proposed to give him, and the donations 
which have been made toward its purchase have 
been given to the Aisace-Lorraine Society. 


BERLIN, May 2.—It is officially stated that 
Germany has no intention of proclaiming a state 
of siege in Alsace-Lorraine. 





RUSSIA’S WARLIKE ACTIVITY.

Vienna, May 2.—The Emperor has pre- 
sented Cardinal Vannutelli, who is about to re- 
tire from the Papal Nunciate at Vienna, with the 


decoration of the Grand Cross of St. Stephen of 
Hungary. 


TIEN-TsIN, May 2.—The Chinese Govern- 
ment has settled the currency question by mak- 
ing a@ contract witn a Birmingham firm fora 
supply of silver and bronze coinage. 


VENICE, May 2.—The Kingand Queen of 
Italy opened the art exhibition here last even- 
ing. The public buildings and the shipping 
were illuminated, and thousands of gondolas 
moved about on the canals, the whole forming a 
magnificent spectacle. 


BERLIN, May 2.—Franz Lenbach, the 
famous German portrait painter, has been be- 
trothed at Rome to the Countess Magdalena von 
Moltke, a distant relative of Marshal von Moltke. 

One hundred thousand marks have been col- 
lected for a monument at Hanau to the Grimm 
brothers.

A COUPLE OF SWINDLERS. 


WHO HAVE OPERATED ALL OVER THE 
COUNTRY. 

St. Louis, May 2.—Horace J. Pullen, 
alias W. H. Armour, and T. T. Johnson were ar- 
rested this evening on the charge of carrying on 
a gigantic fraud under the guise of a legitimate 
business enterprise. Armour arrived in the 
city amonth ago and leased a store at 1,029 
High-street, for the avowed object of carry- 
ing on a wholesale grocery business. He or- 
dered fully one hundred thousand dollars’ worth 
from manufacturers in all parts of tne 
United States. He gave Dun and Bradstreet’s 


as references, and without taking the trouble to 
communicate with the mercantile agencies about 
100 firms sent him goods valued at about 
$20,000, with the understanding that it should 
be a cash transaction. The bulk of the 
stuff shipped to him was flour, and this he dis- 
posed of in the cars, and did not carry over $100 
worth of the goods to his store. Drafts were 
drawn on him by the score and allowed to go to 
protest, and the detectives were put on the case. 

Johnson, who was arrested with Armour, or 
Pullen, is believed to be the active spirit in the 
affair. From papers found in their possession it 
appears that they operated last Fallin Detroit, 
under the name of John H. King & Co., dealers 
in stoves. Unpaid bills to the amount of $10,000 
were the result of the Detroit operation. Their 
scheme was to give notes for 90 days for goods, 
and when the time had expirea they were miss- 
ing. Among the heavy losers are the Sterling 
Manufacturing Company, Oliver Brothers, and 
Phillips, of Pittsburg: H. Rentdorff & Cu., Chi- 
cago; the Lawson & Session Company, Cleve- 
land, and 200 firms scattered through Pennsy1- 
vania, Ohio, Michigan, and Iilinois. 

They operated in Chicago under the name of 
James H. Farwell & Co., 230 West Washington- 
Street, but Pullen says he quit before he had 
fairly started. He worked the same scheme in 
New-York under the name of W. W. Longfellow. 
Carloads of groceries are now coming in every 
hour consigned to the firm and are being sent 
back to the shippers. Johnson, who is an elder- 
ly man, had $500 in his possession. Pullen did 
not have any money. He says his father failed 
in the wholesale grocery business in Chicago sev- 
eral years ago.

NEWFOUNDLAND FISHERIES. 

Ottawa, May 2.—The joint committee of 
the Newfoundland Legislature has passed a 
resolution calling upon the Dominion Govern- 
ment to issue a proclamation to be served on 
board all United States vessels engaged in 
fishing or entering our harbors prohibiting 
them from the use of our ports for any purpose 
other than the obtaining of wood and water or 
for shelter while engaged in fishing and hkewise 
prohibiting the inhabitants of Newfoundland 
from traflickingin fish and bait with such ves- 
sels in any way and that the authorities in such 
harbors as these vessels may enter, should be 
required to note and report to the Government 
any infractions of the proclamation, which re- 
port with a protest and claim for damages in 
each case shall be forwarded to the British Gov- 
ernment.

AT THE NATION'S CAPITOL 


DEPUTY SURVEYOR WYATT’S 
REMOVAL APPROVED. 
SECRETARY FAIRCHILD STATES HIS REA- 

SONS—CAPT. SELFRIDGE’S TROUBLES 
——KEIFER’S NAME NOT MENTIONED. 
WASHINGTON, May 2. — Secretary Fair- 
child this afternoon approved Surveyor Beat- 
tie’s action in removing Deputy Surveyor John 
M. Wyatt. The reason assigned for his action 
by the Secretary is that he believes it to be 
necessary to good order, discipline, and the 
proper administration of the service that re- 
sponsible officers shall be allowed to decide 
whether the retention or dismissal of em- 
ployes is desirable. Surveyor Beattie’s ac- 
tion was not, it appears, fortified by any 
explanation, but it followed close upon 
a report made by Mr. Magone after an 
investigation of the complaint that Deputy Sur- 
veyor Wyatt was receiving excessive and un- 
warranted fees from subordinate employes for 
collecting} their salaries. When this report was 
madeit brought Mr. Wyatt and Mr. Jobn B. 
Haskin, his father-in-law, to Washington, and 
they both objected to the removal of Deputy 
Surveyor Wyatt, insisting that the fees received 
by him had been allowed so long that they were 
regarded as proper emoluments of the office. 
Mr. Easkin spoke for Tammany Hall in declar- 
ing that the organization was opposed to the re- 
moval of his son-in-law. The White House and 
the Treasury were both visited, and the Presi- 
dent and Col. Lamont were both invited to join 
in preventing Secretary Fairchild from dismiss- 
ing the man whom the Collector had reported 
against. The Secretary postponed action upon 
the case until after his return from Charleston, 
and to-day, onareport from New-York that he 
had been removed, Mr. Wyatt visited the Treas- 


ury and asked to see Mr. Fairchild. The Secre- 
tary was very busily engaged, and as Mr. Wyatt 
had no new points to make it was not regarded 
as necessary thut he should be heard again. Just 
before the close of business Secretary Fairchild 
announced his decision, and the approval of Sur- 
veyor Beattie’s order of removal was sent to 
New-York by the evening mail. 





Capt. Thomas O. Selfridge, who was relieved 
of his command of the Omaha in consequence of 
the accidental killing of four Japanese, near 
Nagasaki, by the explosion of a shell fired in 
target practice, and not exploded at that time, 
is here awaiting the action of Secretary Whitney 


upon Rear-Admiral Chandler’s report of the 
affair. The facts of the case, from the time of 
the target firing to Capt. Selfridge’s sum- 
mary remvval from command with orders 


to report to the Secretary in er- 
son, have been fully related. Capt. elf- 
ridge is forbidden to tulk about the 


case, and cannot safely or properly enter upon a 
discussion of it. There has been much curiosity 
manifested among naval people to account 
for the severity of Rear-Admiral Chand- 
ler’s course. It is learned from a well in- 
formed person, acquainted with both Capt. Self- 
ridge and the Rear-Admiral, that they have not 
been on friendly terms for some time. In fact, it 
is said that Chandler had tried to force Selfridge 
off the station, and that when the report reached 
him of the killing of the natives, Rear-Admiral 
Chandler orcered Captain Selfridge to turn over 


his vessel to his senior officer, to take 
passage in her to Yokohama, and _ (to 
proceed immediately to Washington and 


report to the department in person. He neither 
asked the Captain for an explanation nor made 
any inquiry, but summarily removed him. 
Naval olficials say that this was a violation of 
naval regulations, which provide that in case of 
an accident a board shall be formed to inquire 
into the circumstances on the spot. Rear-Admiral 
Chandler is alleged to have offered in explana- 
tion of his failure to do this the statement 
that there were not ranking officers enough 
on the station to sit. on such a board. 
The naval regulations permit juniors 
to form the board in the absence of ranking offi- 
cers, the board having only the power to find 
facts and not conclusions, and it is also prohib- 
ited from passing sentence. Capt. Selfridge has 
applied to Secretary Whitney to be reinstated. 
Col. Remey, the Judge-Advocate-General of the 
navy, is making up the report in the case, and 
until Secretary Whitney has officially passed 
upon it Capt. Selfridge will say nothing. Ad- 
wniral Chandler has made a report of the affair. 
It is said that in his report he accuses 
Capt. Selfridge of murder and of ‘“cul- 
pable, criminal, and willful negligence,” 
and says that if the affair had happened 
in the jurisdiction of the United States Capt. 
Selfridge would have been tried for manslaugh- 
ter, if not on a more serious charge. If Secre- 
tary Whitney refuses jto reinstate Capt. Self- 
ridge he will demand a court of por me f which 
will be sent out from here and sit in Japan to 
take testimony. At the time that Capt. Sel- 
tridge left Yokohama there had been no demand 
made upon the United States Minister for the ar- 
rest or punishment of anybody on account of the 
fatal accident. Capt. Selfridge desired to goin 
— to the proper representative of the 
apanese ;Government to express his regret at 
what had happened. but the peremptory order 
of Rear-Admiral Chandler prevented him from 

doing so. i

The Delegate has got a good many 
crumbs, but his candidate for Collector of Pu- 
get Sound was rejected; he did not get the 
Governorship for the man of his choice and he 
did not succeed in compelling the President to 
sign without considering his bill to annex part 
of Idaho Territory to Washington. Not having 
been sucessful and apparently resenting a course 
which promised to prevent him from taking ‘* the 
whole earth,” he ‘“*‘wont’t play,” and naturally 
chooses to announce that he isa sulker through 
the Sun, as a paper thatis likely to be seen by 
the largest number of persons who do not like 
the President because he does not always act 
upon the advice of the mere placeZhunters who 
call themselves Democrats. 


Representative Butterworth is very much in- 
terested in thé growth of sentiment in favor of 
reciprocity with Canada, and intends on the 
opening of the fiftieth Congress again to bring 
forward the bill he introduced toward§ the close 
of the forty-ninth.

SUNDAY ELECTIONEERING CONTRIBUTES 
TO A PROHIBITION DEFEAT. 

RED BANK, N. J., May 2.—To-day’s muni- 
cipal election resulted in the defeat of the Prohi- 
bition ticket, the present Board of Commission- 
ers pledged to grant licenses to saloons being re- 
elected by a majority of 160 out of 374 votes 
polled. Both sides worked hard, and furnished 
carriages for voters to ride to and from their 
homes and places of business, but no attempt 
was made by either party to use money to in- 
fluence voters. Three years ago the town elect- 


ed a temperance Board of Commissioners. This 
result was reversed a year later by the elec- 
tion of a board in favor of having beer 
saloons. Last year the Prohibitionists began 
2p nnepescras early for a vigorous campaign. 

hey engaged Mabee and English, the temper- 
ance lecturers, to come to Red Bank; they or- 
ganized a reform club, created immense enthu- 
siasm, and believed they were certain of victory. 
The candidates appomted for office from the 
Municipal Board were mostly old politicians, 
who firmly believed the Prohibition board would 
be elected, and who worked forsthat party at the 
polls for all they were worth. It was acam- 
paign of noise, but the Prohibitionists were de- 
feated by a round majority. 

This year the Prohibitionists decided to run 
the campaign on the still-hunt plan. Early last 
week they decided to hold a primary and nomi- 
nate a ticket, but they gave out that no ticket 
would be put in the field. Many members of the 
Reform Club were not notified of the primary 
lest they should betray the plan to the other 
side. The primary was held on Saturday night 
and a ticket nominated composed of Benjamin 
W. Spinning, L. P. Conkling, John Valentine, 
William P. Cordes, and Forman Morris. Sun- 
day uight election circulars and tickets 
bearing these names were distributed at 
the churches of the town, and at the 
same time the sidewalks were pasted with elec- 
tion posters. It was thought the delay in nom- 
inating a ticket would prevent the license party 
from getting out their vote. When the polis 
opened at 1 o’clock to-day there was a throng of 
men waiting to cast their ballots. Challenges 
were frequent, and the no-license party had 
numerous workers on hand. The vote was 
heavy, though not so large as last year. Many 
persons were indignant and disgusted with 
the idea of doing election work at the churches 
on Sunday, and this, doubtless, decreased 
the Prohibition vote in some degree. Bets were 
made Yr after the polls opened that the license 
candidates would have a majority greater than 
the temperance candidates had votes. The tem- 
perance workers felt that they were beaten and 
Made many voters swear intheir ballots. A 
number were threatened with indictment at the 
present term of court. When the votes were 
counted the license candidates had an average 
vote of 317 and the no-license board an average 
vote ot 155. This crushing defeat will probably 
end the running of no-license tickets for some 
years to come. 

The newly elected candidates are John Sutton, 
William Collington, George Coley, John J. An- 
tonides, and Daniel H. Applegate. The election 
of a no-license board would not prevent the sale 
of liquor in town. The hotels would still be 
open, they being licensed by the court, and the 
saloons themselves could sell by the quart and 
permit the beer to be drank on the premises. 
John Sutton, the Chief Commissioner elected 
to-day, has served 11 years on the town board, 
during the last eight of which he has been Chief 
Commissioner. All the other men elected to-day 
have served one or more terms as commission- 
ers.

DR. SAYLES’S SUICIDE. 

Etmira, May 2.—The remains of Dr. C. 
E. Sayles, who stabbed himself to death near 
his late home, Valley City, Dakota, are on their 
way to this city for barial. Mr. Sayles was born 
in this city and resided here, where he hada 
lucrative practice, till six years ago, when he 
went West to engage in stock raising. At Valley 


City he engaged in the general merchandise 
business with Parkhouse, and they done a thriv- 
ing trade till they were compelied to suspend 
owing to the defalcation of Treasurer Pease, of 
Barnes County, the firm being his bondsmen for 
$30,000. Last December Sayles became ill 
with malarial fever and was still complain- 
ing when his firm failed, and for the 
first time he was apprised that Parkhouse 
had signed the firm name to Pease’s bond. When 
Sayles went West he had a large sum of money, 
and the fact that he had lost all without any 
fault of his own and bis illness preyed so much 
upon his mind that in a moment of despond- 
ency he killed himseif. Three weeks ago he 
wrote a letter to his mother in this city that he 
expected to recover a large part of his money, 
but a letter received a few days ago was full of 
despondency. Dr. Sayles’s life was insured for 
$5,000, but a clause in the policy makes it void 
in case of suicide. He leaves a widow and two 
children. The family is highly connected in 
Elmira. The remains will probably reach this 
city on Thursday and the interment will take 
place on that day.

ANOTHER PRINCELY GIFT 


MEISSONIER’S MASTERPIEOER 
NOW THE OITY’S. 

JUDGE HILTON MAKES TWO IMPORTANT 

ADDITIONS TO THE METROPOLITAN 
MUSEUM’S ART TREASURES. 


When ex-Judge Henry Hilton purchased 
Meissonier’s famous picture, “Friedland, 
1807,” for $66,000, at the recent sale of the 
Stewart collection, it was with the intention of 
presenting it to the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, but his purpose was kept secret until yes- 
terday, when, for the first time, the Directors of 
the Museum knew of the rich art treasure which 
had been intrusted to their keeping. “ Fried- 
land” was purchased by Mr. Stewart early in 
1876, and he paid the artist forit at that time 
$60,000, which, with the duties on its importa- 
tion, made its actual cost to the merchant prince 
just about what ex-Judge Hilton paid for it. 

The picture is 96 by 54 inches in size, and rep- 
resents the officers of Napoleon passing in re- 
view before their chief when he was in the 
height of his power and glory. Meissonier, in 
his letter to Mr. Stewart when the painting left 
his hands, wrote of it: “I did not intend to 
paint a battle. I wanted to paint Napoleon at 
the zenith of his glory. I wanted to paint the 
love, the adoration of the soldiers for the great 
captain, in whom they had faith, and for whom 
they were ready to die.” The picture has been 


regarded as a masterpiece of the great —_ 
and its reputation is as wide as the world of art. 

Judge Hilton purchased it with a view of pre- 
senting it to the Museum in memory of his dead 
friend, A. T. Stewart, buthe hesitated, to make 
the gift until he was assured that the Museum 
was in every respect a safe receptacle fora 
treasure, which, if once destroyed could never 
be replaced. His inquiries, and investigations 
satisfied him on this point, and then the thought 
occurred to him that in offering this masterpiece 
in memory of Mr, Stewart, he might add a gift 
of his own to the collection at the Museum. In 
his own private collection was an admirable 
companion to Meissonier’s “Friedland,” ‘The 
Defense of Champigny,” by Edouard Detaille, 
which the Judge had boughtin 1879 for $35,000. 
It seemed to him fitting that side by side witn 
the masterpiece of the great French master, 
should be exhibited the greatest work of his 
greatest pupil, and he determined to send 
“*Champigny” to the Museum with “ Friedland.” 

‘“‘The Defense of Champigny” is almost as 
famous throughout the world as the Meissonier 
of the Stewart collection. The painter gives a 
good idea of the picturein the following letter, 
which he wrote to Judge Hilton in 1879: 


PakIs, 29th May, 1879. 
Mr. Henry Hilton, New-York: 

MY DEAR SIR: I have learned with great pleasure 
that you have become the purchaser of my paint- 
ing, exhibited this year in our Art Salon, and I am 
happy that it finds a place in your gallery, which 
or very great reputation in France. I know I 
will be “in good company” with you, and itis so 
much the more gratifying to me, as [ consider this 
last painting the most important work I have ever 
produced. 

The episode which I have chosen gives scope for a 
very great development of subject. It is the moment 
when the division of Gen. Faron, (now Inspector of 
Marine,) after having taken Champigny, situated 
above the Marne, fortified itself in the village and 
defended, foot by foot, the houses and inclosures 
against the return attack of the Saxony and Wiir- 
temburg divisions, In the battle of Dec. 2, 1870. The 
chateau which I have shown 1s one of those which is 
found at the fork of the two roads of Chenneviéres: 
@® place well known to those Parisians 
who took partinthe scenesof the siege of Paris. 
The officer shown in the centre of the picture 
is Gen. Faron, who was _ appointed eneral 
of Division on the field of battle. The foot soldiers 
belong to the One Hundred and Thirteenth Regi- 
ment of the line, who lost a great number in the 
three days of the fight. The eappors, who are mak- 
ing the embrasures in the wall to allow the sharp- 
shooters to fire under protection, and are barricad- 
ing the operiings with all kinds of material; the 
artillerists, who are placing the battery guns in 
position: all ikewise were under the orders of Gen. 
Faron, who at this time commanded the right wing 
of the French army. . 

Ihave endeavored to rtray, in the most exact 
manner possible, the various scenes of which I was 
@ witness, having been myself a soldier in the 
‘“‘Garde Mobile” during the siege of Paris; and in 

ainting this work I have had the udvantage of be- 

ng able to reproduce some souvenirs absolutely per- 
sonal. I attach, therefore, much importance to this 
peer and am specially desirous—outside of the 

aris Exhibition—for permission to exhibit it in 
Germany, where I have been very particularly so- 
heited to show my military works, It has been a 
subject of direct personal appeal to me, and I think 
for my work it would be a grand “consecratiou of 
success,” when exhibited at Munich—a very impor- 
tant exposition of works of art. 

It is the first time in a great while that Ger- 
many has arranged an international exposition 
of pictures of art. The French military 
painters have been first solicited, and wishing to 
rene to the request addressed to me from Mu- 
nich, I ask you, Sir, if he will consent that this 
painting, of which you have become the owner, may 

6 exhibited at Munich before being sent to America, 

The exhibition will not last long, and by the end 
of September, at latest, the painting will be reacty 
for forwarding to you. I particularly desire to be 
represented at this international gathering, and L 
have selected naturally this my most important 
work. Itis the first time sinee the war of 1870 that 
French art has been exhibted in Germany; 
and the presence of military paintings re- 
calling souvenirs of the late war will add a 
peculiar enygress f I do not doubt but you will con- 
sent to this. and I ask it very earnestly, seeing 
that there will be only a delay of two months in for- 
warding it to America, after which it will take its 
ee in your collection, fur which I am extremely 

appy. 

r ave always been very sensible of the favors 
shown me in America, and I am happy to be able to 
testify this to you especially.

The two pictures were sentto the Museum, 
closely covered, to the care of 8S. P. Avery, of 
the Board of Trustees, several days ago, accom- 
pees by Carl von Piloty’s ‘* Thusnelda at the 

riumphal Entry of Germanicus into Rome,” 
another famous painting presented by ex-Judge 
Horace Russell several days ago, but the secret 
of their presentation was preserved by Mr. 
Avery until yesterday, when for the first time 
the Trustees became aware of the rich addition 
which had been made to the collection of the in- 
stitution.

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FOTHERINGHAM’S TRIAL BEGUN.

A SYNDICATE TO ORGANIZE A CORNER 
IN JUNE WHEAT. 

St. Louis, May 2.—It is stated to-night 
that a syndicate of Eastern capitalists, including 
Williams, Block & Co., of New-York, and R. B. 
Brown, ex-President of the American Cottonseed 
Trust, are engineering a big corner in June 
wheat in this market. Attention was attracted 
to the heavy purchases of May wheat made by 
R. 8. McCormick & Co. several weeks ago, they 


buying several million bushels, and this brought 
out talk of a squeeze then, but as they began 
selling this May and bought June to replace it 
this idea gradually subsided. Then large ship- 
ments of No. 2 red wheat by river for export to 
Europe pene. moat of it working through R. 8. 
McCormick & Co., who quietly but Giligent- 
= laid themselves out to ship away all 
the wheat they possibly could lay their hands 
on. Through sales to Europe by W. L. Bartley,

In making 
the manceuvre the hawser parted and the 
O’Neill, with her canvas, dragged down upon 
the Parker’s bow, while the latter was trying to 
come in stays. The Parker’s jibboom went 
through the O’Neill’s foresaul, jerking it out of 
the bolt ropes. Then the O’Neill shot across the 
Parker's bow, the Parker’s jibboom raking along 
her rail and fouling with her main and mizzen 
rigging. In quick succession the O’Neill’s main- 
mast and mizzenmast were broken off near the 


“deck and fell crashing into the sea. Capt. 


Fitch hailed the O’Neill and asked if she was 
making any water, He says that her Captain 
replied that she was not, and shortly after he 
lost sight of her. He presumed that she had let 
go of ner anchors and would safely ride out the 
gale, but the next morning it was discovered 
that the O’Neill had gone down in 12 fathoms 
ot water shortly after she parted es with 
the Parker. The wreck lies about three miles 
southwest of Port Stanley. Her foremast is 
sticking out of the water.

OF THE OITIZENS’ LEAGUE. 
THE MEMBERS AND GUESTS LISTEN TO

The Citizens’ League of Brooklyn, which 
12 months ago was organized in the interests of 
good municipal government, without respect te. 
national partisan politics, held its first annua) 
dinner at the Academy of Music, in Brooklyn, 
last evening. The league now numbers 1,306 
members, representing the flower of Brooklyn’g 
business men, and has manifested, ever since ita 
organization, a steadily increasing determina 
tion to put aside all considerations of nationa? 
politics and present a solid front in favor of hay- 
ing the departments of the City Government 
conducted on straightforward business princi- 
ples. +: 

Last evening 340 gentlemen sat down at 7:36

At9 o’clock, the menu having been disposed:of, 
Mr. Hentz called the assemblage to order. “I 
think it proper,” he said, “‘for the benefit of 
thhse present who are not members of our organ- 
ization, to state the principles and objects of the 
League, which are: First, absolute separation 
of municipal government from national politica; 
second, appointment and removal in the munici- 
pal service to be made only when demanded for 
the public good, and never for party ends; third, 
elective municipal officers to be chosen sotely on 
the ground of personal fitness, and because of 
their known views on questions of municipal 
policy; fourth, the enforcement of the principle 
of home rulein the government of cities, and 
the maintenance of that feature of the present 
charter of Brooklyn by which the Mayoris given 
the sole power to appoint heads of depart- 
ments.”’ 

Mr. Hentz then briefly discussed the necessity 
for municipal reforms, concluding by saying: “I 
have never been ableto understand why over 99 
per cent. of the voters have been so subservient 
to the less than 1 percent. thatlget the offices. git 
can only be accounted for by the bigotry of party ee. 
feeling. The true interest of the tax and rent 4 
payer is to elect men who will conduct the city’s 
affairs in a businesslike way, without regard to 
politics, and giveus full value for our money, 
and who will uphold civil service reform. We 
all believe that at least two great parties must 
exist. in this country to determine the policy of 
the National Government, which is supported 
by indirect taxation. Municipal government is 
an entirely different thing. It is maintained by 
direct taxes and should be administered upom® © ~~ 
business principles only.” 

A letter from Mayor Hewitt was then read by 
8. Perry Sturgis, as follows: 

MAYOR’S OFFICE, NEW-YORK, May 2, 1887. 
Henry Hentz, Esq., 8 south William-street, City: 

MY DEAR SIR: I regret that the state of my 
health and the demands upon my time make it im- 
possible for me to accept the invitation of the Citi- 
zens’ League to dine with them this evening. You 
ask me to send youatetter which will in sume way H 
afford encouragement to the friends of govd munic- 
ipal government. 

I can only say that during my brief experience as 
Mayor of New-York, I feel that gouod city govern- 
ment can be secured, provided the citizens do 





their duty in selecting, as the head of the 
Government &2 man who is determined to 
do his duty. That duty is. very simple, 


Itis summed upin the words, “enforce the law.” 
The executive officer is not a judge to pass upon the 
merits of the law; but he is the servant of the peéo- 

le to carry into effect their will as expressed in 
egislation. Toan executive ofiicer who intends to 
do his duty the question never preseuts itself wheth- 
er the law is gdod or bad. It is enough for him te 
know that it existsand that he is sworn not ouly te 
observe but to execute it. Any other rule of action 
will sooner or later produce social chavs; for‘order is 
the fruit of law, and order is essential for the pros- 
perity and happiness of the community. 

There are persons who believe that legislation is 
sufficient to cure the evils of society. That is not 
my experience. I do not feel that there is any want 
ot power, but I am often brought to the conclusion 
that there is too much and not too littie legislation. 
There are many provisions of the law which I should 
like to see established, but I find that public opinion 
is quite sufficient to accomplish any reform which is 
authorized or required by existing law. The rem- 
edy for bad or unpopular laws isin the hands of the 
people. In this State they need not survive more 
than a single year, because the Legislature meets 
annually. Meanwhile no executive officer cap 


ive permits to violate the law, nor, if 
fe performs his duty, cam he see it vVio- 
lated with indifference. Spasmodic efforts te 


enforce the law, however, are always pernicious and : 
end by increasing that disregard of the law which 
is the parent of social demoralization. Hence a 
public officer who puts Lis hand to the plow cannot 
turn back, but he does need the constant support 
and good will of his fellow-citizens. It will happen 
however, that in the performance of his duty he will 
often discover where the law is operating unjustly, 
and while he cannot relax its provisions he can and 
ought to point out to the legislative power the de- 
fects of the law and ask for its amendment. The 
main difficulty which he will have to encounter is in 
the indifference of the Legislature, and for that the 
remedy ig sound public opinion and the support at 
the polls of citizens who regard good government as 
of greater importance herve) ie success of any po- 
litical party.

The letter was received with lond applause, 
and another followed from eox-Mayor W. RK. 
Grace, expressing his full sympathy with munic- 
ipal reform without reference to party lines. 

Mayor O’Brien was introduced as the gentle- 
man who had been three times elected Mayor of 
Boston, because he had given that city a Govern- 
ment of practical progression and honest reform, 
and he was greeted with a long and loud cheer. 

Mr. O’Brien said he accepted the compliment, 
not for himself but for the good old city of Bos- 
ton. He believed in conducting city affairs, like 
those of any other corporation, on strict busi- 
ness principles. Boston had one of the must 
expensive City Governments in the country, but 
its citizens were perfectly satisfied as long 
as the money was all expended ifor the 
public good. They spent $2,000,000 an- 
nually to take care of 60,000 school 
children, but they were well takencare of. That 
was something that politics certainly had 
nothing to do with. He felt like fully indorsing 
every sentiment expressed by the brooklyn 
League. He believed that they applied equally 
well to Boston and every city in the country. 
To show how non-partisan was Boston's Gov- 
ernment he stated that within a year he had- 
appointed 50 heads of departu:ents, and, thougb 
he was a Democrat, half of that 50 were Repub- 
licans. 

It cost $14,000,000 to run Boston for one year, 
he said. This figure, as compared to $9.000,000 
for Brooklyn’s $00,000 inhabitants, might seem 
astonishing, but Boston always insisted on hay- 
ing the best of everything. It insisted that the 
best system of sewerage and the purest water 
were the cheapest, whatever they cust. [Alr 
plause.}] It cost Boston $500,000 a year to keep 
her streets clean. This was large in proportion 
to Brooklyn, which spent only $200,000. 
[Many voices, ‘‘and they don’t keep them 
clean.]” The cost of government per capitw in 
Boston had varied from $2 per head 1 years 
past to $35 per headin 1887. The burden was 
not felt, however, because everybody was fairly 
taxed. Buston’s real estate valuation was 
$500,000,000; her personal property valuation, 
$200,000,000, as large as that of New-York, and 
yet the Astors, Goulds, and Vanderbilts aleve 
owned a3 much personal property as allof Bos- 
ton.

mental musicians was employed at an estab- 
lishment in which wax works were exhibit- 
ed and in which the most harmless kind of 
a café was maintained for the accommoda- 
tion of visitors. To the same class of minds 
there will appear to be no more objection to 
serving wines and other beverages with the 
meals of guests at hotels and restaurants on 
Sunday than on any other day. Itis nota 
part of the sale of liquor which involves 
those evils and abuses against which laws 
for the regulation of such sale are supposed 
to be aimed. 

But what is the prospect of securing a 
modification of the present excise law by 
rigidly enforcing those restrictive provis- 
ions which are not reasonable and which 
very few people in this city believein? It 
is evident that there is no chance of effect- 
ing anything in that direction at the pres- 
ent session of the Legislature. If the au- 
thorities keep up their efforts through the 
Summer and Fall and succeed in preventing 
the sale of liquors of any kind where the 
pleasures of music, however harmless and 
innocent, are offered and in stopping their 
sale on Sunday even to the regular guests 
of hotels and restaurants, there will un- 
doubtedly be a great deal of indignation 
excited against the existing law, and the 
people of this city will be prepared to risé 
and demand its modification. But will the 
next Legislature adopt the amendments 
asked for? As Mr. Ivxuvs pointed out in his 
speech at the dinner of the Brooklyn Citi- 
zens’ League last night, the system of ma- 
chine politics has made cowards of legis- 
lators. Whatthey fear is, not the convic- 
tions or the demands of the people, but the 
power of the machines which have come to 
control nominations and to a large extent 
to determine elections. 

When the next Legislature meets the 
country will be on the verge of a Presiden- 
tial canvass, and the small politicians of 
whom it is always mainly composed will be 
more timid than ever. Doubtless the Dem- 
ocrats will be ready to do anything required 
by the liquor dealers of the State, but that 
is not what the people want. They want 
genuine temperance legislation, restrictive 
measures that are rational and discriminat- 
ing. The Republicans will be between 
two fires. They will be eager to 
avoid giving offense to the Prohibi- 
tionists on- the one hand and of 
alienating the Germans and the liberals 
on the subject of liquor legislation on the 
other. It is not likely in such a condition 
of things that there will be any real tem- 
perance legislation or any relaxing of the 
restrictions of the existinglaw. Our people 
are therefore in the position of being sub- 
ject to an excise law that interferes with 
their rights and their comfort, and some 
features of which they would be glad 
to get rid of, the authorities are con- 
fronted with the alternative of enforcing 
that law against public sentiment or laying 
themselves open to the charge of neglect 
and violation of duty, and there is no pros- 
pect of relief by theonly legitimate method, 
that of modifying thelaw. What the re- 
sult will be we can only wait to see. If it 
is a persistent and effective enforcement of 
the present excise law we shall be surprised.

Of 
this general fact there can beno question in 
the mind of any candid person who has ex- 
amined the testimony. NEvrys’s admissions 
are strengthened by his denials. His perverse 
failure of memory in regard to every im- 
portant phase of the transaction; his final 
admission that he received money as de- 
scribed; his absurd insistence that he does 
not know for what he received it, or 
whether he drew it from the bank in bills, 
and if so, why he did so, or what he did 
with it; his still more absurd and impudent 
suggestion that the money may have 
been in payment of loans which he dares 
not say he had ever made, or for expend- 
itures on the account of the company of 
which he has no record and no recollection 
—all these things make it as clear as any- 
thing of the kind can be that the money 
was received by him and for the purpose of 
obtaining the charter. 

What did he do with the money? He will 
not tell. Popr says he thinks it was a 
piece of extortion on the part of NEVINS, 
and intimates that the latter pocketed the 
money extorted. That is an explanation 
that does not explain, and it is to be taken 
in connection with the fact that Mr. Popr 
may very naturally object to admitting that 
he knew or believed, or even suspected, that 
the money was to be used for purposes of 
bribery.

abandoned when it looked as if it led to the 
“Tom” PLATT ring and became “hot.” That 
would be avery unfortunate result, and 
would go far to counteract much of the good 
done by the committee. 





DR. MGLYNN’S STATEMENT. 

The disturbance in Blaine newspaper cir- 
cles occasioned by Dr. McG Lywnn’s revela- 
tion of the extent of the Roman Catholic 
‘hierarchical intrigue” against Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND in 1884 still continues. The exposure 
was, indeed, a most awkward one, and hard 
to meet. But the good old Blaine de- 
vice of mendacity is happily always avail- 
able for the organs of that stripe, and its use 
is commended by nature and distinguished 
example no less than by hard necessity. To 
mendacity, therefore, one peculiarly no- 
torious Blaine newspaper published in the 
city of Boston has resort, remarking that 
“Dr. McGLYNN now denies that he ever 
made such statements.” This is a charac- 
teristic Boston Journal falsehood. Dr. Mc- 
GLYNN has never denied making the state- 
ments concerning the Blaine-Corrigan in- 
trigues, and he never will. We reproduce 
that part of the interview in Dr. McGLYNn’s 
own words, taken down in shorthand as 


they fell from his lips: 

“Did your advocacy of Mr. CLEVELAND’S elec- 
tion have anything to do with Archbishop Cor- 
RIGAN’S hatred of you?’ 

“Tt did. The Archbishop, Father PRESTON, 


and all the clique which surround him, including | 


the leaders of Tammany Hall, were bitterly 
offended at my championship of Mr. CLEVELAND. 
They were all in favor of the election 
of Mr. BLAINE, and they knew that I 
kept many Irish-Americans from yoting for 
him. They have never forgiven that. Arch- 
bishop CORRIGAN admitted to me that he was 
opposed to the election of Mr. CLEVELAND. He 
is to-day in favor of the election of Mr. BLAINE in 
1888, and will throw all his influence in that di- 
rection. Iknow of many incidents which oc- 
curred in the campaign of 1884, and which have 
occurred since, which are of startling signifi- 
cance as showing the depth of the hierarchical 
intrigue for Mr. BLAINE; but their narration 
would take too long, and perhaps serve no good 
purpose. 80 I will stop.” 

The pretended and ambiguously worded 
denial which has reached the public through 
the medium of Mr. BARNES, a gentleman 
wholly unknown to it, and the New-York Tri- 
bune, 2 newspaper only too well known to 
it, leaves this report free fromany impu- 
tation of substantial inaccuracy; for, as the 
Springfield Republican remarks, ‘it is pos- 
sible to say this and leave the main points 
of the story clear; for it is not news that 
the priest’s disfavor with the Archbishop 
was due to his whole course for many years, 
and in large part to his advocacy of 
CLEVELAND as against BLAINE. Archbishop 
CORRIGAN is one of the most inveterate pol- 
iticians in the United States.” 

But what a striking consonance there is 
between the statements made by Dr. Mc- 
GLYNN to our reporter one week ago to-day 
and the follawing vigorous language used 
by him just before the Presidential election 
of 1884: 

“The attempt to excite Catholic prejudice 
against Gov. CLEVELAND is due almost entirely 
to conscienceless politicians who hate the Gov- 
ernor for his virtues, for his honesty and inde- 
pendence, and devotion to his sacred public 
trusts. The same graceless scamps did all they 
could to excite Catholic prejudice against Gov. 
ROBINSON, although he had but a few months 
before actually defied anti-Catholic preju- 
dice by approving an appropriation of 
$50,000 for this same Catholic Protectory 
about which they are now whining. The calum- 
nies on this subject sent to clergymen all over 
the country bear the evident finger marks of 
one of this precious gang’s circular. Gov. 
CLEVELAND did veto an appropriation for this 
institution, and the reasons which he gives are 
those of constitutional law, wise State policy, 
and prudent economy, because this local institu- 
tion is every year generously provided for by 
the local County and City Treasury. His pub- 
lished reasons show that he would have given 
the veto all the same no matter what might 
have been the religious denomination.” 

And in concluding the letter from which 
this passage is taken, a letter brought to 
THe Times by Dr. McGriynn himself and 
published on Nov. 2, 1884, this earnest, 
straightforward American Catholic de- 
scribed in the following terms the candi- 
date whom the Roman Catholics of the 
archiepiscopal palace were favoring and 
supporting by secret intrigue: 

“Surely few Irishmen or workingmen will 
vote for the partner, crony, candidate, and tool 

of the great railroad landlords, the land grabbers 
and land thieves, the monopolists who buy 
voters, Legislatures, courts, and Speakers of the 
House of Representatives, and have fooled the 
workingman too long and just once too often 
with the absurd tariff scare, while, under the 
pretense of protection to American labor, crush- 
ing the very life out of American labor by 
grinding taxes that go to pamper monopolists 
and bloated manufacturing capitalists on one 
hand and star route thieves, whisky ring 
thieves, naval contract thieves, and ajl manner 
ot corruptionists on the other.” 


There was no room for donbt as to Dr. 
McGLYNN’s opinion of the candidate of the 








hierarchs. Butto whom did Dr. McGiynn 
allude when he spoke of the “precious 
gang” who were sending out ‘“calumnies 
on this subject to clergymen all over the 
country ”? Itishighly improbable that the 
‘precious gang” sent these “‘ calumnies” to 
any other than the Catholic clergy, for 
their effect upon Protestant clergymen 
would have been by no means beneficial to 
the Blaine cause. 

ARSE GLE PS EEL ET 

A CATTLE TRUST. 

The reported movement in Colorado, Kan- 
sas, and New-Mexico for the formation of 
acompany to be called the American Cat- 
tle Trust has been caused by the exactions 
of the Chicago cattle ring, which robs both 
producer and consumer. The proposed 
trust will have, it is said, a paid-up cap- 
ital of $25,000,000. Probably the pur- 
pose of its members is to set up slaughter 
houses on the ranches, and to ship dressed 
beef from' them directly to Eastern con- 
sumers without paying tribute to the ring 
in Chicago. The enactment of the inter- 
State commerce law, with its clauses for- 
bidding discrimination and rebates, ap- 
pears to have led them to believe that the 
railroad allies of the ring can now be forced 
to be just. 

For three or four years the price which 
the ranchman could get for his cattle from 
the firms that control the beef trade has 
been falling. The reduction has been about 
50 per cent. At the same time railroad 
freight charges in general have fallen. Not- 
withstanding these changes the consumer 
in Eastern cities must pay as much for beef 
as he paid two or three years ago. Who 
have gained by the reduction of the price of 
cattle? The ring of slaughterers and ship- 
pers in Chicago and Kansas City, through 
whose hands the cattle pass and who fix the 
prices to be paid to the producer and by the 
consumer. Thisring has been enabled to 
maintain its monopoly by means of secret 
and iniquitous bargains with the railroad 
companies, like the bargains by which the 
Standard Oil Trust crushed competition 
and captured the oil industry of the United 
States. 

The producers understand that without 
organization they cannot contend success- 
fully with thering. At the recent conven- 
tion of the range cattlemen an interesting 
paper was read by E. N. McGruran, of 
Cleveland, Ohio, in which he urged the ne- 
cessity of combination. ‘We have in the 
cattle business of the United States,” said 
he, “at least $1,500,000,000 invested, 
unorganized, and without ahead. Five 
shrewd, sharp, energetic business firms in 
Chicago, with a capital of about $50,000,- 
000, handle us as they please, and have us 
cowed as a dozen policemen can cow an un- 
trained mob.” Only by combination could 
the producers, in his opinion, bring the ring 
to terms. He continued: 


“Where has the money gone that was in the 
cattle business? Perhaps the Chicago yards, 
stocked at $1,500,000, watered to $11,000,000, 
and paying $55,000,000 dividends in ten years, 
can tell. Perhaps the five Chicago firms, who 
are credited with making over $200,000,000, 
principally in the last five years, can tell. Some 
of you think I will abuse the Chicago ring. I 
will do nothing of the sort. They have done 
what most of us would have done under similar 
circumstances.” 


He declared that the establishment of 
new stock yards would bring no relief, be- 
cause the ring would crush them by secret 
freight rates. ‘“‘We [his firm] are large 
shippers of merchandise,” said he. ‘“‘My 
experience in the last eighteen years is that 
no law nor even contract among railroads, 
no matter how stringent, has prevented us 
from getting a confidential drawback from 
our railroads, but neither our books nor the 
books of the railroads would show it.” 
The Inter-State Commerce bill had not then 
become a law. 

In conclusion, he described a plan by 
which the ring could be beaten. “ Pool 
the entire cattle interests of America. Let 
each owner give a mortgage on every ani- 
mal he owns for $5 per head, payable in five 
annual payments, with 6 per cent. interest; 
such payments to be deducted from his beef 
sales. Let this pool decide when, where, 
and how all beef shall be shipped and sold. 
Let no cattle be sold at any price or any 
terms except to this pool.” And the pool or 
trust must start with a capital of $100,- 
000,000, a sum which would not exceed the 
loss by depreciation in Texas alone in the 
last three years. 

It may be that his suggestions have 
moved the producers to action, and that the 
American Cattle Trust will be organized 
upon his plan. But will. consumers gain 
anything in the end by the creation of so 
comprehensive a combination as he de- 
scribed ? 








GAS MONOPOLY IN CHICAGO. 


The stock-watering trick that was played 
by the gas companies in this city is to be 
played again in Chicago with some varia- 
tions. Here the consolidation was made 
and the stock was watered by those who 
had for years controlled the companies; 
there the work is to be done by a syndicate 
of speculators from Philadelphia, sometimes 
called the Standard Oil party. Here there 
were two companies that did not enter the 
combination; there the speculators have 
gained possession of all the gas companies 
of the city, together with those of the 
suburban districts, and propose to operate a 
complete and compact monopoly. 

The Chicago Tribune, in the course of 
some remarks about an attempt to regulate 
by legislation telephone rates in Illinois, 
says that the people are “ weary of supply- 
ing revenues on watered stocks.” The 
establishment of the Chicago Gas Trust 
will afford them no relief. The trust is to 
have a capital of $25,000,000, upon which 
consumers of gas must pay dividends. This 
organization is to include all existing gas 
companies and to direct their operations. 
When the Consolidated Gas Company of 
this city was created, in 1884, the nom- 
inal capital of the companies that were 
merged in it was $15,500,000. A large 
part of that was water. The sum 
actually invested did not exceed $11,215,- 
300. By the fiat of the associated officers 
this capital was watered up to $39,078,000 


without the investment of one additional 
dollar. This was done in order that the size | 


of the dividends yielded by extortionate 
rates might be concealed from the public. 


How much money has actually been in- y 








vested in the several Chicago companies we 
do not knaw, but it is reported that the 
sum does not exceed $10,000,000. This is 
to be raised by the syndicate to $25,000,- 
000, as the dividend-bearing capital here 
was raised from $15,500,000 to $39,078,- 
000. It is admitted that the price of gas te 
the consumer will also be raised. 

The operations of combinations of specu- 
lators who establish monopolies tron pub- 
lic franchises freely granted by the pecple 
are full of interest to thoughtful men in 
these days. The rule that should be en- 
forced is that corporations using such 
franchises should not be permitted to water 
their stock and that their profits should be 
restricted to a reasonable annual percent- 
age of the money actually invested. Legis- 
lation embodying this principie will be en- 
acted when the people shall be represented 
by honest and intelligent lawmakers,

ANOTHER SUIT FOR DAMAGES AGAINS® 
THE ELEVATED ROAD. 

A suit for $250,000 damages has been 
brought by ex-Gov. Leon Abbett for St. Al- 
phonsus’s Roman Catholic Church, of the Re- 
demptorist Fathers, on South Fifth-avenue, 
against the Manhattan Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany. An application will also be made for an 


injunction restraining the read from running 
past the doors of the church. 

The complaint sets forth that in 1870, when 
the old church facing on Thompson-street, which 
was builtin 1840, was torn down, the building of 
the new church, school, and parish house, which 
now represents a value $600.000, was begun. It 
is claimed that the services inthe church are mora 
frequent and more numerously attended than 
those of any other church in the city. The church 
has a double congregation, an English one, which 
attends high mass on Sunday at$ A. M., and a 
German one, which attends at 10:45 A. M. Dur 
ing Sunday services are conducted both in the 
church and basement. A Sunday school of 1,000 
scholars is taught and the average attendance 
Sundays is 15,000. A large parochial schoolis 
conducted through the week. 

The noise of the cars on the elevated road, it 
is claimed, disturbs the services and interferes 
with the conduct of the confessional, while the 
dust they raise renders it necessary to incase 
the church organ in an almost air-ticht inclos- 
ure. On the same account the priestsin the 
residence are unable tokeep their windows open, 
while the constant shadows cast by the passing 
cars have seriously affected their eyesight. 
These are some of the reasons why damages are 
asked and others, it is claimed, are held in re- 
serve for the trial of the case, which will be held 
in about a week.

THE CLAPP ¢& DAVIES’ FAILURE. 

CHICAGO, May 2.—Replies are coming in 
slowly from the Eastern creditors of Clapp & 
Davies in regard to the proposed settlement of 
35 cents on the dollar. Of the 247 creditors of 
the firm over 50 have responded and declared 


their willingness to acoept the terms. Speaking 
of certain attachment suits brought Saturday in 
the Superior Court by Henry Dreyfus & Co., 
Sussfeldt, Lorsch & Co., and Lorsch, Dreyfus & 
Co., Mr. Davies said to-day that the firm was pre-~ 
pared to go into court and show that the failure 
was legitimate and that the assignment of assets 
to certain creditors was without any fraudulent 
intent toward any of the other creditors of the 
firm, In connection with this failure an inter- 
esting point of law is likely to be brought 
up, which, it is alleged, will involve Sheriff 
Matson for transferring the stock of the insolv- 
ent firm to the Receiver. In view of the fact 
that several attachments had been placed in the 
Sheriff's hands before the appointment of a Re- 
ceiver, some attorneys claim he had no authority 
to allow the stock to go from his control, even 
with the court’s order, and further, that he can 
be held liabie for the claims represented by the 
creditors who secured an attachment before the 
Receiver was appointed.

THE SUNDAY LAW APPLIES 
T0 THE HOTELS. 

THE CORPORATION COUNSEL EXPOUNDS 
THE LAW AND THE POLICE SAY 
THEY WILL ENFORCE IT. 

The question as to whether hotel keepers 
ran seli or give away wines, ales, beer, or other 
stimulating beverages on Sundays to guests was 
flecidediyesterday by Corporation Counsel La- 
combe in the following opinion: 


William H. Kipp, Esq., Chief Clerk, Board of 
Potice: 4 

Sir: IJ am in receipe of a communication from you 
under data of April 27, containing a resolution of the 
Board of Police, as follows: 

Resolved, That the opinion of the Counsel to the 
Corporation be and is hereby respectfully requested 
as to the right of hotel keepers to furnish ales, 
wines, or other spirituous liquors to their guests on | 
Sunday without becoming thereby answerable to 
the excise Jaw and liable to police interference and 
arrast for violation thereof; and if deemed to be ex- 
ampt therefrom, his opinion be respectfully request- 
ad as to whatshould be considered as constituting a 
* gnest” to whom hotel keepers may be permitted to 
farnish beverages as above described without com- 
miitting such violation, or, in other words, whether 
any person can be so entertained, in the dining room 
or restaurant of a hotel, as a guest, when such per- 
son does not actually make such hotel his place of 
residence. : 

An answer to the first ge contained in this 
rosvlution will dispose of the entire subject. It is 
eh grat by section 21, chapter 628 of the Laws of 

857, as amended by chapter 549 of the Laws of 
1873, that: 

“No inn, tavern, or hotel keeper, or other person 
stall sell or give away intoxicating liquors or wines 
on Sunday * * * to any person whatever as @& 
beverage. * * * Whoever shall offend against the 
provisions of this section shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shall be punished for each offense by a 
fine of not less than $30 nor more than $200. or by 
imprisonment not less than five days nor more than 
fifty days, or both, such fine and imprisonment at 
the.discretion of the court.” 

The plain language of this section remains, so far 
as I have been able to discover, unqualified by sub- 
sequent legislation or the decision of the courts. Its 
provisions are offended against when a hotel keeper 
fells qo liquors or wines on Sunday toa 
guest, whether the particular hotel is or is not his 
place ofresidence. 

The resolution. submitted also inquires as to the 
right of a hotel keeper to furnish “ales.” In Rau 

st The People, (63 New-York 277,) the statute 
above referred to was considered by the court on an 
appeal from judgment entered upon a verdict con- 
viking the plaintiff in error of. a_ misde- 
meanor in_ selling lager beer on Sunday. 
It was held that the section prohibiting the 
sale of “intoxicating liquors or wines on that day as 
a beverage” covered sales of ale or beer when such 
ale or beer was shown by competent evidence to be 
intoxicating. I therefore advise you that hotel 
keepers have no right to furnish any intoxicating 
beverages whatever, whether ales, wines, or other 
spirituous lignors, to their guests on Sunday, and 
at the selling or giving away of such beverages by 
hotel keepers on that day is a misdemeanor, for 
which the offender may be arrested and punished as 
provided in the statute above quoted. Respectfully

When Superintendent Murray was asked yes- 
terday what he proposed to do in view of this 
opinion he replied that he intended to carry out 
the provisions of the statute as interpreted by 
Mr. Lacombe. He proposed to call all the com- 
manding officers of precincts together to-day, 
and would direct them to inform the keepers 
of all hotels and restaurants of the opinion of 
the Corporation Counsel, and warn them 
that they would be arrested if they 
violated the law. It was only fair 
to give them ample warning. The present inter- 
pretation of the law would also apply to res- 


taurants where table d’héte dinners were fur- 
nished including wine. In regard to the restau- 
rants in the parks where heretofore beer and 
liquors were sold openly on Sunday, the Super- 
intendent said that it had been decided that the 
municipal police had no jurisdiction in the parks. 
He h been informed that last Sunday the 
sale had been prohibited by the Park Commis- 
sioners. 

Hotel men ame enc * are much exercised by Mr. 
Lacombe’s opinion. They all concede, however, 
that asthe law stands Mr. Lacombe is correct. 
But itis the law itself which they denounce. 
Mr. W. D. Garrison, proprietor of the Grand 
Union Hotel and President of the Hotel Associa- 
tion of the city of New-York, was seen last night. 
He said: 

“Tt was manifestly never the intention 
of the framers of the excise law to make 
it apply to the selling of wines, &c., to 
guests in hotel dining rooms, but un- 
fortunately it is so coustructed that hotel 
proprietors are on the same level as keepers of 
saloons. The law certainly could not be en- 
forced in a gentleman’s private house, and that 
man who makes his home in a hotel has just as 
much right. in my opinion, to drink what he 
pleases there as if he were in his own house. 
However, we will obey this law, and thereby 
make it so obnoxious that its repeal or satis- 
factory amendment will become a necessity. 
The Legislature has assured us—the Hotel Asso- 
ciation—that it willdo what in reason we ask 
in the matter, and we feel sure that the request 
which we shall shortly make that guests in- 
hotela be permitted to order what they like at 
their meals is a perfectly reasonable one. Prob- 
ably a test case will be made next Sunday, and 
we will see what comes of it. Until the thing is 
settled, though, I am certain that the law will be 
obeyed by every hotel proprietor in this city.” 

Several other hotel men expressed themselves 
in the same manner. A —— meeting of the 
Hotel Association will be held to-morrow at the 
Grand Central Hotel to consider the question, 
and some definite course of action will then be 
decided upon. ,

CHARGES OF BRUTALITY DENIED. 

Ottawa, May 2.—A brief discussion on 
the fisheries question took place in the House of 
Commons to-night, arising out of Mr. Ellis,a 
New-Brunswick member, asking for the return 
of all United States vessels boarded, warned, or 
interdicted by the Canadian fisheries protection 
fleet. He recited a number of cases of 
reported harsh treatment of American ves- 


sels by Canadian officers, and said that 
already 120 complaints had been filed at Wash- 
ington. Mr. Thompson, Minister of Justice, re- 
plying, said that Mr. Ellis was too flattering 
when he termed the American reports of ill 
treatment evidence. The particulars Mr. Elis 
had given were selections from a number of 
rambling and inaccurate statements made 
against the British and the colonial authorities 
by persons wio received a general invitation to 
send in allthe claims they could possibly bring 
against a nation which, it was supposed, 
would in theend have to pay a billof damages. 
It had transpired, not only from investigations 
of these complaints, but subsequently by the ad- 
missions of some of the persons who made these 
unveracious statements, that they were utterly 
without foundation, were reckless; were often- 
times based on misapprehensions and want of 
knowledge of the circumstances. When the 
papers were brought down it would be 
found that the statement of a distinguished 
member of the Government of the United States 
that the Canadian fisheries laws and regulations 
had been administered with brutality was as 
preposterous an exaggeration as could be found 
in the English language. [Loud applause.] 
Mr. Foster, Minister of Fisheries, declined to 
bring down the instructions to the protective 
fleet on the ground that it would be detrimental 
to the proper carrying of them out and might 
hamper the negotiations in progress.

WANTED FOR OONTEMPT OF OOURT 

“Tom” Gould, who a few days ago re- 
turned from a Canadian exile to face the charges 
against him of violating the excise and the as- 
sessment laws, was being looked for last night 
by two Deputy Sheriffs on an order of arrest for 
contempt of court. In October last the Coun- 


sel to the Corporation obtained an injunction 
against him prohibiting him from violating 
the theatrical law by giving exhibitions at the 
Sans Souci, but he continued his perform- 
ances. The Counsel to the Corporation pede te 
ly secured evidence of this violation, and moved 
before Justice Van Brunt to punish Gould for 
contempt, but by the time a warrant of com- 
mitment was issued Gould had fled from the city 
to avoid trial upon the criminal indictments 
against him. 

Gould’s presence in this city was made known 
to Justice Van Brunt yesterday, and he acted 
promptly. His sentence was that Gould should 
pay @ fine $250 and stand committed to Ludlow- 

treet Jail for 30 days. As soon as Gould’s law- 
yer, A. H. Hummel, heard of the new move 
against his client, he sought to arrange a settle- 
ment, but failed. The commitment was placed 
in the hands of the Sheriff, whose deputies spent 
last evening searching for Gould, but at mid- 
night Order of Arrest Clerk Martin said he had 
got been arrested.

“RIENZI.” 

Rienzi was a Tribune, and, according to 
Miss Mitford and Mr. Lawrence Barrett, he 
was stupid and windy enough to deserve the 
title. He did nothing but talk, and his talk was 
tedious and pompous. He had a good 
opinion of himself, and he became a 
great bore. We are talking of the stage 
Rienzi, not of the historical hero. Why an actor 
so capable of fine achievements as Lawrence 
Barrett should have seen fit to unearth this 
melancholy play and obscure the dramatic 
power that has been so nobly exhibited in 


Cassius, Shylock, Richelieu, Lanciotto, and 
Gringoire, with the dreary rhodomontades of a 
wholly unsympathetic and unreal personage 
would be ha to determine. Perhaps the 
“public” likes that sort of thing. There was a 
big house at Niblo’s last night, to be sure, and 
Mr. Barrett’s declamations, the processions, the 
scenery, and the singing were applauded with 
enthusiasm. They had the curtain up and called 
the star out three or four times after every act. 
“ Rienzi,” in its present shape, is beneath Mr. 
Barrett's dignity as an actor, however, and we 
trust that when his present engagement is 
finished he will give Miss Mitford’s play a de- 
cent burial, and direct his attention to things 
worthier of his talent and his well earned repu- 
tation. Lawrence Barrett is out of place as the 
central lay figure in a slow-moving pageant. His 
powers are restricted, and his mannerisms of 
speech unduly emphasized. At his best he is 
not a heroic actor, and the character of Rienzi, 
ifitis anything at all,is heroic. He is put for- 
ward to strike attitudes, to denounce traitors, in 
stilted blank verse, to proclaim his power and 
form the chief object in a number of showy pict- 


ures. 

All these things Mr. Barrett does with his ac- 
customed zeal and vigor. His costumes are ex- 
pensive and elaborate and he looks well in 
them. His reading is careful, deliberate, 
and never lacking in force. He has sur- 
rounded himself with a very large number 
of supernumeraries in picturesque attire, 
andmany of them have singing voices. The 
flash of lights on burnished armor gives brilliant 
effect to some of the pictures, and the solemn 
tones of the organ lend impressiveness to the 
cathedral scene. We do not doubt that ‘‘ Rienzi” 
will draw crowds while it is visible at Niblo’s.

MADISON-SQUARE THEATRE. 

Mr. Clinton Stuart’s well made adapta- 
tion of Pailleron’s “Le Monde ou I’on s‘ennuie” 
was reproduced last night at the Madison- 
Square Theatre. The occasion was one of great 
pleasure to a large and brilliant audience, which 
received every point of the play with an abun- 
dance of laughter andapplause. It is not neces- 
sary to repeat the estimate placed upon this 
comedy after its original presentation. That 


still holds good with this addition: Mr. Stuart 
has judiciously removed from his work all that 
was not of the best, and the dialogue now 
fairly sparkles with bright things, while the 
action is closer and hence more effective. The cast 
last night was generally goud, and three of the 
players made themselves especially conspicu- 
ous’ in excellence. These were Miss Annie Rus- 
sell, Miss Maud Harrison, and Mrs. Phillips. 
Miss Russell, as Sylvia, had a part that was full 
of character and she made much of her oppor- 
tunities. Her ingenuousnéss was unaftected and 


“delightful, while her dawning love and jealousy 


were depicted with charming delicacy and re- 
finement, and not without force. She was 
warmly recalled after each of her principal 
scenes. Miss Harrison’s part was not as prom- 
inent as Miss Russell’s, but her admirable acting 
made it quite as enjoyable and worthy 
of praise. She played the rdle with true 
comedy spirit, bubbling over with engaging 
vivacity and significant with touches of true 
art. She was also recalled with hearty and pro- 
longed applause after her chief scenes. rs. 
Phillips as Mrs. Spencer acted in a most com- 
mendable manner, and deserved the recog- 
nition which she received. Mr. E. H. Van- 
derfelt as Philip Van Pelt was manly and 
earnest, but a trifle inclined to fall into the 
methods of blank verse at times. Messrs. Wal- 
den Ramsey, Frank Rodney, and Harry Eytinge 
and Miss Virginia Buchanan were also deserving 
of special mention for their good work. The 
play will most agreeably fill out the remainder 
of Mr. Palmer’s season. 


MR. BOUCICAULT. 

A delightful representation of ‘‘The 
Shaughraun” was given at the Star Theatre last 
evening. Theplay was handsomely mounted, 
and actedin a neat, finished, and sympathetic 
manner. Mr. Boucicault’s Conn was as irresisti- 
bly amusing as ever. The old gentleman has 
been indisposed lately, but there were no signs 


of illness in his performance, nor did he seem to 
be an old gentieman. He was a lad of 20, 
nimble, blithe, and brimful of Irish humor. 
We do not remember a _ better presenta- 
tion of the delicious scene in the priest’s 
cottage, which includes the narrative concerning 
the tailor’s thimble, the incident of the strong 
tea, the return of Robert Ffolliot and his seiz- 
ure by the British soldiers. The whole play re- 
ceived the best tribute a stage representation of 
its order can receive from a body of intelligent 
spectators, the tribute of laughter sbin- 
ing through tears. The only regrettable 
feature of the night was the announcement 
printed on} the housebill, that the author of 
“The Shaughraun” also wrote Delavigne’s 
“Lonis XI,” Dennery’s “Don Cesar,” and “The 
Corsican Brothers.” Those adaptations were 
creditable work, but Mr. Boucicault is not the 
author of the plays. 








MR. JEFFERSON. 

Mr. Joseph Jefferson would be troubled to 
remember when he appeared as Rip Van Winkle 
to a more delighted audience than last evening. 
He has not often played to a more numerous one 
either, for there were very few vacant seats in 
the Grand Opera House when the curtain was 
rung up: and the village of Falling Water 


was disclosed. Mr. Jefferson and his au- 
dience were both fortunate last night in the 
character of his support. He, of course, 
obtained the largesf share of attention, and 
moved many of his audience to tears or smiles 
at will, but several minor characters were well 
represented, notably those of Derrick Von Beek- 
man, by Mr. Edwin Varrey; Gretchen, by Miss 
Lorrie Hudson, and Hendrick Vedder, by Mr. 
William Whitecar. At the close of the thiré act 
Mr. Jefferson was compelled to take cognizance 
of repeated salvos of applause by appearing be- 
fore the curtain, but in every scene he was the 
same delightful and disreputable Rip that has 
given pleasure to so many thousands and is like- 
ly to afford it to many more. 


THALIA THEATRE. 

What is described as a romantic-comic 
opera, called “ Prinz Waldmeister,” was produced 
for the first time at the Thalia Theatre last even- 
ing under the personal direction of Mr. Adolf 
Neuendorff, the composer of the music, and of 
Mr. Heinrich [taliener, the librettist. The audi- 
ence present was quite large and was at times 


inclined to be enthusiastic. The cast was a good 
one, vocally as well as dramatically considered, 
and included Misses Januschowsky, Helene von 
Doenhoff, Anna Heineck, Lucy Colmar, and 
Johanna Schatz, and Messrs. Adolfi, Rank, 
Junker, Schuetz, Hasskerl, and Hitzigrath. The 
scenic effects, groupings, and spectacular effects 
were hardly up to the mark of excellence usual- 
ly observed in this theatre. The story of the 
opera is rather threadbare in character, and 
deals simply with the efforts of some supernatu- 
vals, typifying the spirits of various vintages, 
in bringing about the marriage of two 
human lovers whose passion meets at 
the outset with the obstacle of a stern 
parent. The music to which the narrative is 
set is tuneful at times, and shows dexterity, if 
not originality. The best of the songs fall to the 
share of Miss’ Januschowsky, and her voice is 
equal to the demands made upon it as far as 
power and range are concerned. She seems, 
however, to lack flexibility and modulation, and 
last evening appeared to be desirous of being al- 
Ways equally loud. She was much applauded 
for a song in the first act and for a love ditty 
in the second act. A duet between her and Miss 
Heineck in the second act was also well re- 
ceived. An ensemble in the same. act, 
in which Miss Heineck, Mr. Schuetz, 
Miss Januschowsky, Mr. {Hasskerl, Mr. 
Junker, Miss Schatz, Miss von Doenhoff, 
Mr. Rank, and Mr. Adolfitook part, was heartily 
applauded. There were besides some taking 
choruses and a couple of good finales. The 
opera can hardly be called a success, however, 
even as far as concerns the music. It is not 
equal to Mr. Neuendorff’s work in “‘ Der Ratten- 
finger,’ and the libretto is rather stupid than 
otherwise. If the story were used as the founda- 
tion of a spectacle simply and the music were 
made incidental the production would prove 
more of an attraction. As it is, it is hardly 
likely that there will be many reproductions of 
the work in its present shape.

TELLER TAGGARTS ORIME. 








HIS DEFALCATION THOUGHT TO BE NOT 
MORE THAN $29,000. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 2.—The embezzle- 
mens and flightof James N. Taggart, who was 
the Receiving and Paying Teller of the Union 
Trust Company for four years, which was 
reported in THE TIMES this morn- 
ing, was the talk of the town  to- 
day. Down in the banking part of 
the city, where he was well known, every- 
body had something to say about it, while none 
of Taggart’s friends seemed surprised at his 
downfall. They all seemed to think that it was 


a pity that a man like him should have thrown 
himself away so cheaply. Trust Officer Patter- 
son said that the embezzling clerk was one of 
the best Paying and Receiving Tellers in the 
country. 

After Taggart’s flight, the case was en into 
the hands of Spittals’s detective agency by Presi- 
dent Long, and the detectives have sent out 
10,000 circulars addressed to the police authori- 
ties in all parts of the country from Maine to 
California. In the upper left hand corner of 
each circular is pasted a picture of Taggart. 
President Long and Trust Officer Patterson both 
stated that the amount stolen by Taggart was 
$29,000, and that he commenced his stealing 
last December. He took small amounts at first, 
but grew bolder and bolder. He would receive 
a deposit, put it all in his pocket, or sometimes 
only a portion of it, when he would alter the de- 
posit slip and give the depositor proper credit 
in his book, but the books of the company 
would ‘only have a record of as much as he 
chose to put in the vaults.

Russia has just lost one of her most cele- 
brated comedians, Vassili Samoiloff, who was as 
much admired for his ready wit as for his thor- 
ough knowledge of his art. The old actor was 
very fond of recounting his adventures, one of 
which bears a strong likeness to stories told 


of several other comedians. On one occa- 
sion the Emperor Nicholas sent for him, 
and then and there, without the slight- 
est preparation or warning, told Samoi- 
loff to imitate him. The comedian promptly 
seized a helmet, placed iton his own head, and 
then turning to the Minister on duty, said with 
an air of authority, “You will grant Samoiloff 
two months’ leave, and give him 5,000 rubies 
out of the Imperial Treasury.” The Czar laughed 
heartily, and ordered his Minister to comply with 
the command. Another time Samoiloff, in a piece 
which he was playing, imitated to the life a cer- 
tain Count, notorious for his eccentricities and 
extravagance. The Count, who happened to be 
among the audience, went up to the actor be- 
hind the scenes and congratulated him on his 
success, but added that the resemblance would 
be more striking if, instead of the gold shirt 
studs which he was wearing, Samouloff bad put 
on diamond studs. Then, suiting the action to 
the word, the Count took off his own diamond 
studs and presented them to the comedian. 
Samoiloff was a general favorite, and his many 
sallies were applauded even by those at whose 
expense he indulged his wit.

York in 1854, and practiced in Buffalo ana New- 
York City. In 1868 he became editorof the New- 
ark Daily Advertiser, and later of the Newark 
Register and Sunday Call. 


The Rev. Anson Smyth, D. D., died in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, yesterday, aged 75 years. He was born 


in Franklin, Penn., of parents who were from Con- 
necticut, and went to Milan, Ohio, whena lad and 
fitted for college. He worked his way through 
Williams College in the Class of ’39, and then com- 
poe the prescribed course in the Yale Theological 

chool, after which he married a New-Haven lady 
and immediately took his first charge, the Presby- 
terian church at Orange, Conn. Thence he removed 
to Miford, Mich., and afterward. about 1845, was 
settled over the First Congregational Society in 
Toledo, Ohio. There he took an active interest 
in elevating the standard of education, was 
appointed Superintendent of Instruction, and was so 
successful that he was elected State Superintendent 
of Schools, a position which he occypied until 1856. 
The high reputation of Ohio schools is largely due to 
his active, intelligent efforts. He edited the State 
Journal of Education and later the Ohio Educational 
Journal. In 1863 he was elected Superintendent of 
the Cleveland schools, filling that position with 
marked ability five years, when, on account of ad- 
vancing years and feeble health, he abandoned active 
life. He was known throughout the country not 
only for his educational work, but for his writings 
during a long veriod in the New-York Evangelist and 
other religious papers. Mrs. Smyth and three chil- 
dren’survive him.

THE INTER-STATE OOMMISSION. 
NEW-ORLEANS, May 2.—The Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission to-day heard the requests of 
several representatives of railroads for a suspen- 
sion of the operation of the long and short hour 
clause of the law, the arguments presented being 


of the same general nature as those heretofore 
made. In opposition to the appeals of the rail- 
roads John J. Gragard, of the New-Orleans Chamber 
of Commerce, presented a resolution of that body 
favoring the enforcement of the law. Mr. Gragard 
added that the testimony heretofore given was from 
railroads and persons whose interests lay in rail- 
Toads. His observation and experience went to 
show that the sentiment of the people was in favor 
of an enforcement of the law. E. B. Stahlman, Vice- 
President of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad, 
asked if it would be possible to get the people to tes- 
tify. Mr. Gragard said the people were not organ- 
ized, and were consequently not in a position to 
make a specious show against railroad attorneys, in- 
triguers, and bribers. 

The Hon. N. D. Wallace, of the Preduce Exchange, 
presented a memorial of the Produce Exchange, 
Sugar Exchange, Merchants and Manufacturers’ 
Association, and the Mechanics, Dealers, and Lum- 
bermen’s Exchange, acting jointly, calling for an 
enforcement of the law. Hecalled to the stand in 
support of the allegations of the petition as wit- 
nesses W. B. Campbell, E. L. Ranlett, Hugh Mc- 
Closkey, President of the Produce Exchange, and E. 
Belknap, representing various mercantile interests, 
who presented facts and figures to show discrimina- 
tions in rates. The commission adjourned to meet 
in Memphis, whither they will go Tuesday morning.

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MR. SOLOMON MARRIED. 


THIS TIME IT IS TO HORTENSE SCHNEI- 
DER, THE PARISIAN SINGER. 

Most people who know anything abont 
the doings of the theatrical world are familiar 
with the connubial vicissitudes of Mr. Edward 
Solomon’s career. Mr. Solomon is distinctively 
a marrying man. He marries early and often. 
Intelligence has just been received in this city 
to the effect that, though no more than 31 years 
ef age, he has taken unto himself his fourth 
wife. The scene of Mr. Solomon’s latest happi- 
ness is Paris, and the partner of his joys no less 
a@person than Mme. Hortense Schneider, known 
tofameas the heroine of some of Offenbach’s 
choicest works. 

Two of Mr. Solomon’s wives have been known 
through the medium of the newspapers. One of 


them was known in the theatrical profession as 
Lillie Gray, and she became Mrs. Solomon No. 1 
in England prior to the advent of her nusband 
in this country as the composer of “ Billee Tay- 
lor.” When Mr. Solomon came here the first 
time he was not accompanied by his 
wife. His opera was produced at the 
Standard Theatre, and was successful. 
He returned to America the following 
season, and produced “The Vicar‘of Bray” 
at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre. The opera failed. 
The principal female part was performed by 
Miss Edith Bland, whom Mr. Solomon introduced 
in private life as Mrs. Solomon. The course of 
their married career was not smooth, and a 
separation subsequently took place, Miss Bland 
asserting that her husband had treated her 
cruelly. She exhinvited sundry bruises as evi- 
dences of his brutality. She returned to her 
native shores and Mr. Solomon remained here, 

He afterward went to England, where Miss 
Gray promptly had him arrested on a charge of 
bigamy. He escaped conviction on that charge, 
and then Miss Gray brought a suit for divorce 
and a decree was granted her. Mr. Solomon re- 
turned to America, and was smitten with the 
charms of Miss Lillian Russell. He produced 
‘“‘ Virginia” at the Bijou Opera House, with Miss 
Russell in the leading réle. The attachment 
between the composer and the prima donna 
ripened, and they finally wished to marry. Miss 
Russell appeared in the title rdle of Mr. Solomon’s 
opera “‘ Polly” at the Casino, and the two people 
crossed the North River one day and were mar- 
ried in New-Jersey. They then left this coun- 
try, though the lady was under contract to ap- 
pear under the management of Mr. William 
Henderson, then manager of the Standard. In 
England they produced severnl operas, which 
were not remarkably successful. They returned 
to America and produced ‘‘The Maid and the 
Moonshiner’’at the Standard. This was also a 
failure. Nothing daunted they organized a com- 
pany and went on the road. 

The next news was that Mr. Solomon had left 
Miss Russell and was en route for his native 
shores. Both parties were interviewed and 
both declared that there was no misunderstand- 
ing between them. It subsequently transpired 
that their child, an infant, had been adopted by 
a person in the’ West, and Miss Russell 
joined Mr. J. ©. Duffs opera company 
as the prima donna. She played with 
that organization successfully through the 
West and is now singing Titania Fanfani in “A 
Trip to Africa” at the Standard. Nothing has 
been heard of Mr. Solomon since his departure 
until the present news arrived. It looks now as 
if there had been a rather emphatic misunder- 
standing between him and Miss Russell. 

Mme. Hortense Schneider is considerably older 
than Mr. Solomon. She was the original Grand 
Duchess of Gérolstein in Offenbach’s well known 
opera, and appeared as the heroine of a number 
of his other works. She has long been known as 
one of the celebrities of the Parisian opera 
bouffe stage and is reputed to be rich.

TRUNK LINES JUBILANT 


YOINED BY THE OHIOAGO, 

BURLINGION AND QUINOY. 
A DEFECTION FROM THE WESTERN COM- 

MISSION LINES WHICH PRACTICALLY 
INSURES THEIR DEFEAT. 

The trunk lines moved forward all along 
@he line yesterday, and last night their repre- 
rentatives were confident that the commission 
fight would soon be ended in their favor. Their 
mair advantage lay in the capture of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy, which has been 
watched for a week by the other Western roads, 
because they feared it was likely to come into 
the anti-commission agreement, and which, ac- 
wording to Chicago dispatches of Saturday, was 
finishing up negotiations with that end in view. 

“Yesterday the news was officially confirmed. 
' ‘Commissioner Pierson received dispatches dur- 
ing the day from the General Passenger Agents 
of the trunk lines notifying him that the Bur- 
lington Road had agreed to join hands with the 
Eastern corporations. The new ally is to come 
Into the fold May 5, just one month after the 
Inter-State bill became a law. 

Commissioner Pierson yesterday afternoon 
paid that he had been informed that the trunk 
line platform about payments to agents would

How the other Western roads, 
which stil) hola out for their right to pay com- 
missions to agents if they want to, willbe af- 
fected by the change remains to be seen, but 
while their tickets are turned to the wall by the 
trunk lines and their rivals’ ticketsare on sale, 
they will be at a serious disadvantage in the 
race for business.

THE OLD SURETIES GOOD, 


A BELIEF THAT DEFAULTER M’GOWAN’S 
BONDSMEN FOR 1885 ARE LIABLE. 

The absconding District Attorney, Thomas 
F. McGowan, who appropriated to his own use 
public funds of Newtown to the amount of 
about $19,500, was the main topic discussed 
yesterday in Queens County. Supervisor John 
FE. Van Nostrand yesterday morning went be- 
fore Justice Brandon at Newtown and swore 
out two Warrants forthe arrest of McGowan 


ou charges of embezzlement. Constable Meyers, 
who was intrusted with the warrants, will 
robably be unable to serve them as McGowan 
s no doubt by this time in Canada. He left 
his mother’s home in Winfleld at about 1 P. M., 
Saturday. He carried a grip sack, and at the 
Winfield station boarded a train for Long Island 
City. After crossing the Thirty-fourth-street 
ferry he got into a cab and was driven to the 
West Shore Railroad Station. He there tooka 
train as supposed for Montreal. 

Solomon B. Noble, of Long Island City, who 
was formerly Chairman of the Democratic Gen- 
eral Commixtee of Queens County, said that it 
was knownto the leading Democrats of the 
county a year ago that McGowan, who had lost 
heavily by speculating in stocks in Wall-street, 
was short in his accounts as Supervisor. He 
was elected asecond time as Supervisor, with 
the confidential understanding that he and his 
friends should make od the deficiency. The 
fact that McGowan did not renew his bonds in 
the sum of $65,000 for his second term as Super- 
visor did not arouse suspicion among the tax- 
payers of Newtown. hs 

Last Fall, when McGowan was elected District 
Attorney, the deficiency still existed, but he re- 
lied on his friends to save him. Jan. 1 last he 
commenced his term as District Attorney, and 
continued to discharge his duties as Supervisor 
until a month ago, when his term as Supervisor 
pe 3 4 Bo He expected that a Democrat, and one 
of his intimate friends, would be elected to suc- 
ceed hia as Supervisor. John E. Van Nostrand, 
a Republican and a member of the reform 
party, was elected as McGowan’s successor... At 
this McGowan lost heart, but made a final but 
unsuccessful effort to get his friends to save him 
from being exposed as a defaulter. 

When McGowan presented his bank books as 
vouchers to the Town Board of Audit, prior to 
relinquishing his officeas Supervisor, last nonth, 
they showed a balance to his credit of $27,172. 
It now er that all but $7,600 of this was 
made up by accommodating friends, who lent 
him checks to deposit, which were immediately 
afterward withdrawn. 

At the Town Clerk’s office in Newtown this 
morning very little information could be ob- 
tained. The Town Clerk said he kept no copies 
of records or reports of the Supervisor. That 
official kept his own books. These are now in 
the possession of Justice Brandon, who refuses 
to open them yet. Although McGowan failed to 
renew his bonds last year itis thought that the 
bonds for the 1885 term cover last year, there 
being no limitation to the time for which they 
were issued. Bonds were given in $10,500 for 
the handling of school moneys; his sureties be- 
ing Elia McGowan, his mother, and Philip Ram- 
bold, a hotel keeper. For the faithful perform- 
ance of his duties and the handling of the town 
moneys $50,000 bonds were required, the sure- 
ties being Philip Rambold, John Sutter, J. G. 
Graner, John Welese, Jr., and Max Bretenhorff, 
all of whom are responsible. 

Proceedings were taken immediately to test 
the liability of the bondholders by Supervisor 
Van Nostrand. ItjJs expected that the resigna- 
tion of McGowan from the office of District At- 
torney will be received within 24 hours. If not, 
immediate steps looking to his removal by the 
Governor will be taken on the ground that he 
has ceased to perform the duties of that office. 
There is much speculation as to whom the Goy- 
ernor will appoint to fill the vacancy. It is 
thought that either ex-District Attorney Flem- 
ing, Henry A. Monfort, or 8. B. Noble will be 
appointed. The chances are believed to be in 
favor of Mr. Fleming. Four years ago, when B. 
W. Downing was removed from the office of Dis- 
trict Attorney, Mr. Fleming was appointed to 
fill the vacancy. Subseauently Mr. Fleming was 
elected to the office for one term, and was a can- 
didate for renomination last Fall, but was de- 
feated by Mr. McGowan.

DOGS OF HIGH RANK SHOWING THEIR 
VOCAL POWERS WITH ENTHUSIASM. 
A thousand and one barks, yelps, and 

howls reverberated through Madison-Square 

Garden last night, and indicated the kind of 

chorus that may be heard in and around that 

famous old building for four days to come. The 
eleventh annual bench show, under the auspices 


of the Westminster Kennel Club, will be thrown 
open to the public this morning at9o’clock. It 
promises to be the most successful in the history 
of the club, for the entries are far superior to 
those of any previous show of the kind in this 
city. 

The arrangements in the Garden are not un- 
like those of past weeks given up to dogdom, 
and yet there 1s a marked improvement in the 
benches. The English pattern of galvinized 
wire partitions has been adopted,in place of 
the wooden boxes. The effect is not only 
pleasant, but has advantages from a practical 
view. Each dog has a comfortable stateroom of 
his own, in many cases fitted up according to the 
taste of the canine’s owner. It is easy to pick 
out the pets by the luxury of their surroundings. 

For instance, on the south side, midway down 
the building from Madison-avenue, is kennel 
960. Itis lined throughout with pale blue satin 
cushions, and decorated with red, white, and 
blue ribbons. The dainty occupant wears a 
silken blanket to match and receives as much 
attention as a royal infant. This pampered 
brute is Miss Helen Dauvray’s imported Mexican 
hairless Chiquita, on which the actress puts the 
modest price of $10,000. Dogs from famous ken- 
nels, who have been going to bench shows for 
years and have won prizes innumerable are 
content with less luxury and more clean straw 
— is to be seen in Chiquita’s temporary quar- 

ers. 

Of the great variety of dogs in the collection 
special attention is directed to the pointers and 
setters, mastiffs, St. Bernards, Newfoundlands, 
= Danes, deerhounds, grayhounds, and fox- 

ounds, spaniels—Irish water, field, and Clum- 
ber—collies, poodles, and pugs, beagles, bull- 
dogs, and terriers. The Westminster has a fine 
lot of pointers, but they are not for competition.

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SUDDENLY DROPPING DEAD. 


MICHAEL TUOMEY’S -VARIED CAREER 


BROUGHT TO A CLOSE. 

Ex-Alderman Michael Tuomey dropped 
dead yesterday morning at 11:30 o’clock at the 
corner of Vesey and Washington streets. He 
had come down from his home, 218 East Fifty- 
third-street, a little while before, and had been 
in Smith & MoNell’s restaurant. Coming out, 
he had started down to his stall in Washington 
Market. At Washington and Vesey streets he 
met his partner, Thomas O’Rourke and they 


stopped to talk of business matters, as Mr. 
Toumey had some idea of giving up his inter- 
est in the butcher stalls. 

They had only spoken a few moments when 
Mr. Tuomey suddenly threw up his hands and 
cried, ‘‘Oh, my God!” and sank down on the 
sidewalk. The clerks from his stall near by 
rushed up, and, lifting his head, discovered that 
his pulse was throbbing very rapidly and then 
immediately stopped. An ambulance from the 
Chambers-Street Hospital was summoned quick- 
ly, but Mr. Tuomey was pronounced dead by the 
surgeon who accompanied it. The body of Mr. 
Tuomey was then taken to the Church-street po- 
lice station. Afterward, upon permission being 
zranted by Coroner Nugent, it was carried to 

is home, at 218 West Fifty-third-street. Mr. 
Tuomey had not been well for several months, 
and about three months ago was seriously ill, so 
that for a time there were doubts of his recov- 
ery. He became much better, however, and re- 
sumed his business in Washington Market. Only 
four weeks ago he was taken suddenly ill at the 
Astor House. His death was due to heart 
trouble. He leaves three sons and one daughter. 

Deputy Coroner O’Meagher found on Mr. Tuo- 
mey’s body a belt next his undershirt contain- 
ing 85 shares of Forty-second-Street Railroad 
io aggregating from $20,000 to $25,000 in 
value. 

Michael Tuomey was born about 68 years ago 
in the Fourteenth Ward of this city, where he 
afterward becamo well known. As a boy he 
earned the sobriquet of “Butcher Mike’ from 
carrying a market basket in the ward. Al- 
though aman of rather short stature he was 
very strong, and became well acquainted with 
the pugilistic art. He never entered the prize 
ring, but more than once met prize fighters in 
outside contests for love of the sport. In this 
way he soon earned a commanding position in 
the ward, and had hardly attained his majority 
before he was engaged in politics. He was con- 
nected most of the time with Tammany Hall. 
When Kelly ran for Congress, Tuomey became 
strongly opposed to him. He once ran for Con- 
aig himself against Col. James E. Kerrigan, 

ut was beaten. He was elected to the Board of 
Aldermen from the Fourteenth Ward in 1858 
and served until 1862. Again, in 1876, he was 
elected for one term. He sought the Coroner’s 
office a dozen years ago, but was beaten by 
Ellinger. He was @ member of the General 
Tammany Hall Committee for some time, a dele- 
gate to the Charleston Convention, and an 
Elector on the Douglas ticket. 

When he first went into business for himself 
he engaged in the hat trimming trade. At one 
time he kept the Fourteenth Ward House, at 
Grand and Elizabeth streets. Afterward he was 
engaged in the steam heating and ventilating 
business, the firm being known as Tuomey & 
Elder. On moving up town he started a large 
stable, on East Fifty-fourth-street. About eight 
months ago hewent back to the butcher busi- 
ness in Washington Market. 


VICTORIOUS, YET ANGRY. 


MR. DEL MAR GET HIS MANDAMUS, 
BUT IS DRAWN FOR A JURYMAN. 

The Oppenheims have beaten the Selig- 
mans in the fight for the inspection of the stock- 
books of the St. Louis and San Francisco Rail- 
road Company, Judge Donohue having decided 
yesterday to grant the mandamus which Walter 
Del Mar asked for. Messrs. Dos Passos will get 
out the writ this morning, and will at once 
serve it upon-Gen. Edward F. Winslow, the 


President of'the road; T. W. Lillie, the Secretar 
and Treasurer, and Frank T, Butler, the sto 
elerk. It will peremptorily command them to 
throw open their stock-transfer book and their 
list of shareholders to the inspection of Mr. Del 
Mar, who is a member of the firm of Edward L. 
Oppenheim & Co., which is trying to get the 
eontrol of the road away from the Seligmans at 
the annual meeting May 11. 

Mr. Del Mar had an exciting time yesterday in 
Part IIIf. of the Supreme Court, over which 
Judge Donohue is presiding this month. He at- 
tended as ajuror, and when his name was called 
he protested against his summons and said that 
it was a trick contrived by some one to prevent 
his going to St. Louis to-day, which it was neces- 
sary for him to do in order to attend to impor- 
tant matters connected with the coming annual 
meeting. He asked to be excused. Judge Dono- 
hue replied that Mr. Del Mar’s charge cast an 
imputation on the integrity of Sheriff Grant and 
ef Commissioner of Jurors Reilly which he could 
not allow to go unrebuked. If Mr. Del Mar ex- 
pected him to consider his accusation he must 
put it into the form of an affidavit. 

Mr. Del Mar retired, and soon reappeared with 
an aftidavit, in which he swore that William F. 
Buckley, one of the Directors of the St. Louis 
and San Francisco Company, had met him last 
Thursday ana asked him derisively if he knew 
that he had been drawn to serve on the jury; 
that this gees knowledge possessed by his 
enemy in the railroad fight had excited his sus- 

icions that all was not right. It appeared, 

iowever, that Mr. Buckley had been drawn on 

the jury, too, and might have seen Mr. Del Mar’s 
summons in the hands of the Deputy Sheriff 
who served his own. 

Mr. Del Mar was still anxious to be excused, 
and Judge Donohue, taking pity on him, told 
him to go to the Commissioner of Jurors and 
reake the application to him. 

‘Shall I take the affidavit with me?” said Mr. 
Del Mar. 

‘““No, you had better not let him know any- 
thing about the affidavit, nor about your sus- 
picions of atrick, or Mr. Reilly won’t excuse 
you.” 

Mr. Del Mar apparently took Judge Donohue’s 
advice, for he was seen a few minutes afterward 
with the jaunty airof afreeman, and he an- 
nounced that he was going home to pack up for 
his trip to St. Louis. 

Russell Sage, who also was drawn as a juror 
in Judge Donohue’s court, being a very old, 
though not to outward appearance a gray rat, 
Was more cunning than Mr. Del Mar. He did 
not show up and make excuses but simply 
staid away and was fined $100. The announce- 
ment of the imposition of the fine made a great 
impression on the crowd but it did not make the 
slightest impression on Mr. Sage, who is used to 
being fined as a delinquent juror.

His 
clothing was covered with blood, and the lower 
part of his face and head was covered with band- 
ages. His jaw was swollen terribly and is prob- 
ably broken, and his nose appeared to have been 
flattened to his face. The ofiicer accused him of 
having assaulted him because he had told him to 
stop playing an accordion on the street last 
night. Duffy said the officer had clubbed him 
without the slightest provocation. 

A lady volunteered the statement that the of- 
fleer’s action was entirely uncalled for. She and 
her husbane@ were on their way home when they 
saw O’Brien behind a pillar of the elevated road 
at Seventy-sixth-street, apparently awaiting the 
arrival of the youths, who were coming up the 
street. As they came up, she says, the officer 
knocked the accordion out of Dufty’s hand with 
his club and then struck him in the face with the 
weapon. Corson jumped to his friend’s assist- 
ance and both men and the officer fell. 

Other officers stated that the prisoners were 
abusive, but Justice Duffy discharged them.

CIGARMAKERS ON A STRIKE. 

Some 165 cigarmakers in the employ of 
Lozano, Pendas & Co., of Pearl-street, struck 
work yesterday morning because the firm had 
reduced the price $2 per 1,000 cigars. On Fri- 
day the members of the firm informed the men 
that the reduction would go into effect yester- 
day, and they gave as areason that they were 
paying from $2 to $4 per 1,000 more than other 
manufacturers in this city. The prices hitherto 
paid by Lozano, Pendas & Co. ranged from $18 
to $42 per 1,000. The men, who belong to the 
Cuban Federation of Cigarmakers held a 
meeting and decided not to accept any reduc- 
tion of wages; but they were afraid that the 
Spanish cigarmakers would take their places in 
case they should go on strike. Finally they de- 
cided to strike, and last evening they held a 
mass meeting at Pythagoras Hall at which rep- 
resentatives from the Spanish Cigarmakers’ and 
the International Cigarmakers’ uuions were 
present, and promised to support them in their 
strike against the reduction. The men denied 
that Lozano, Pendas & Co. paid more than the 
other manufacturers. The meeting decided to 
continue the strike, and letters were sent to the 
cigarmakers at Tampa, Fla., and other places, 
asking for support.

WARREN I. RITCH MISSING 


AIS EFRIENDS THINK THERE 
HAS BEEN FOUL PLAY. 
HE DISAPPEARED TWO WEEKS AGO AND 
LEFT NO TRACE BEHIND HIM—HIS 

ACCOUNTS ALL RIGHT. 


Somebody advertised yesterday that War- 
ren I. Ritch had left his placo of business, 301 
Broadway, on Tuesday, April 19, and had not 
been seen since. The employer, father, wife, and 
friends of Mr. Ritch are at a loss to imagine why 
he disappeared or where he can be. F 

John W. Ritch is an architect, with an 
office 4t 35 Liberty-street and lives at 107 East 
Forty-fifth-street. He was on the best of terms 
with his son, saw him often, was thoroughly ac- 
quainted with his business and social relations, 
and can only account for his absence on 
the theory that he is dead. The young man, he 
said yesterday, had a good position, was liked 
and trusted by his employer, had a happy home, 
andenjoyed good health. He had made some 
collections on the day he disappeared. They 
amounted to $200,and ashe left his office he 
remarked jokingly to a business acquaintance, 
“I think Pil play sick and go home.” He had a 
cold at the time, but did not consider it a serious 
matter. 

Ritch has been employed since January by 
L. C. Smith, who has an office in Yerrington 


& Quimby’s store, at 301 Broadway. His ac- 
counts have been examined and found to be 
correct. Ritch had a large acquaintance among 
pigeon shots and sportsmen generally, but none 
of them have seen or heard anything of him 
since April 19. Ritch is 36 years of age, about 
5 feet 9 inches in height, and weighs about 
150 pounds. His hair is black, and he wore a 
small mustache and side whiskers. He has a 
wife and two children and lived with his family 


at Newark. He did not drink and had no bad 


habits. He sometimes visited Eastern cities on 
business, and his father said yesterday that it 
was barely possible he had been lost from aSound 
steamer. 

Ten years ago young Ritch was threatened with 
consumption and was told that a season of 
roughing it would cure him. He went to Glouces- 
ter and hired on a fishing vessel. After a 
season on the Banks he was put ashore at St. 
John’s, Newfoundland. He had given what 
money he had to the Captain and crew to be al- 
lowed to cut his trip short. He was sent by the 
American Consul at St. John’s to Halifax. Ar- 
rived there, he wrote to friends in New-York for 
funds. He tired of waiting and was assisted to 
Boston by the Consul. At Boston he found no 
money, simply because he didn’t give the mails 
a chance, and made up his mind that his friends 
had forgotten him. He left, Boston on the 
day his money arrived and secured a berth on a 
fishing vessel and made another trip to the Fish- 
ing Banks. At the end of three months he 
walked into his father’s office completely re- 
stored to health. From that time he has worked 
steadily and was by every one who knew him, 
considered a thoroughly good fellow and steady 
as a rock. 

Ritch had often said that if anything hap- 
pened to him he wanted those who succored him 
to discover his name and place of residence. 
For this reason he stamped his name wherever 
there was room for it on his clothes. He left 
his office in the afternoon and walked toward 
the North River as if to take a ferryboat for the 
Jersey side. No trace of him has been discovered 
since, though the police have been notified and 
friends have been engaged in a systematic 
search. The father did not insert the advertise- 
ment of his son’s disappearance, but thinks it 
may have been Mrs. Ritch, who has been frantio 
since her husband’s disappearance. 

Mr. Boyd, an employe of Yerrington & Quimby, 
believes that Mr. Ritch has been “done up.” 
Three weeks ago as Boyd was passing through 
Macdougal-street in the evening, he was 
pounced upon by two roughs, who struck him 
on the head with slungshots and threw his in- 
sensible body in an alleyway, after robbing him 
of a gold watch and $40. He lay there until 4 
o’clock in the morning, when he staggered home, 
Mr. Ritch, he thinks, may have had a similar 
but more fatal experience. 


DYNAMITE ONLY FOR ROCKS. 


HENRY GEORGE SAYS HE WOULD 
USE IT IN POLITICS. 


A big meeting of wage earners, convoked 
by the Central Labor Union at Cooper Union 
last night, demanded the passage by the Legis- 
lature of the Graham Prison Labor bill; of the 
measure giving the United Labor Party repre- 
sentation on the city election boards; and of the 
bills making heavier pena!ties for violations of 
the Sunday closing law; limiting the hours of 
labor for street carmen and bakers to ten; es- 


tablishing parks and baths in tenement reigons, 
and knocking out Weed & Parsons’s “rat” print- 
ing house. The crowd condemned the proposed 
treaty with Russia for the extradition of politi- 
cal offenders, and denounced the Irish Coercion 
act. 

D. 8. Jacobs presided. Edward King, John R. 
O’Donnell, and Robert Crowe made speeches. 
Mr. Crowe waxed warm about Ireland, and 
closed with this sentence: ‘*I have more faith 
in dynamite than in professions.” A _ little 
woman sitting on the stage jumped up and em- 
braced him. 

Henry George came in just as Mr. Crowe was 
ending. The applause waslongandloud. He 
followed Mr. Crowe. He began: ** I donot share 
the faith of the last speaker. Dynamite is pow- 
erful to blast rocks, to throw down houses, but 
there is something in this world far more power- 
ful than dynamite, something that can produce 
beneficent revolutions where dynamite will fail, 
and that is the power of truth.” 

Then Mr. George preached his land doctrine. 
“Six years ago,” he said, ‘Gladstone was 
coercing Ireland. To-day he is joining Parnell 
in the struggle against coercion, Ireland has 
had these bills before. She can stand this one 
and this one will be the last.” Getting over the 
Continent to Russia he said: “ In that long duel 
between the Czar and the people, I am with the 
Nihilists. This treaty that Bayard has signed is 
a fugitive slave law. It is a disgrace that it was 
written. It will be a greater disgrace if itis

TRYING TO SEIZH BROADWAY. 


THE METROPOLITAN TRANSIT COMPANY’S 
PETITION FOR AN APPRAISAL. 

The second of the hearings upon the ‘ap- 
pointment of Commissioners of Appraisal of the 
amount which the Metropolitan Transit Com- 
pany shall pay to the city for the use of its 
streets, in which to build an elevated railroad, 
took place before Judge Donohue yesterday 
afternoon. Gen. George W. Wingate and John 
Clinton Gray appeared for the Transit Company, 


and Assistant Corporation Counsel Dean and 
Wickes for the city. 

Gen. Wingate submitted certified copies of the 
engineers’ maps of the routes which the com- 
pany had selected in the streets of New-York in, 
1882, the originals of which were filed with the 


Secretary of State. These are not the routes 
laid out by the company when its charter was 
first got in 1872, but represent what it is after 
now, and particularly the route along Broadway 
from Forty-third to Chambers street. Robert 
Bliss, the President of the Metropolitan Transit 
Company, in answer to the questions of Gen. 
Wingate, testified that the intention of the com- 
pany was to build its lines of railroads; that it 

ad been instructed by its counsel that it could 
not proceed with the construction of the road 
until the matter between the city and itself 
had been settled as to what compensation must 
be paid to the city; that that was a condition 
precedent to building any road. 

On the cross-examination Mr. Dean asked Mr. 
Bliss a lot of questions in regard to the internal 
affairs of the company, all of which, on Gen. 
Wingate’s objection, Judge Donohue ruled out, 
and Mr. Dean excepted to the ruling. Mr. Dean 
wanted to know of Mr. Bliss whether the com- 
pany had any capital stock, whether any had 
been subsoribed; whether there were any stock- 
holders, and such like little matters. He said 
his object in asking them was to make out that 
the company had no ability to build an elevated 
railroad, and that therefore the court ought not 
to trouble itself about the appointment 
of Commissioners of Appraisal. Judge Dono- 
hue held that in a proceeding such as was before 
him the question of the ability of the road to 
carry out its projects was not material; that the 
—- before him was simply what Commis- 
sioners should be appointed; that the company 
had proved its organization and legal existence, 
andintention of going on with its work, and 
that was enough. 

The company rested its case, and, on applica- 
tion of Mr. Dean, the further hearing was post- 
poned until Saturday morning.

THE INQUEST ENDED. 


AN OPEN VERDICT RETURNED BY THE 
RAHWAY CORONER’S JURY. 


Only one witness was called at the sitting 
of Coroner Terril} and his jury yesterday morn- 
ing at Rahway. His name was Daniel 3, Wade, 
and his evidence was of no special value, as it 
threw no light upon any of the mysteries of the 
case, As soon as Mr. Wade had affixed his sig- 
nature to the testimony given by him Coroner 
Terrill announced that the inquest was closed. 
Then addressing himself to the jury the Coroner 
thanked them for ths patience and courtesy 
which they had exhibited during the investiga- 
tion, and said it now rested with them to decide 


whether there had been any positive identifica- 
tion by any of the witnesses who had given evi- 
dence during the inquest. 

The jury remained in deliberation for a little 
over an hour. At the end of that time they sig- 
nified their readiness to receive the Coroner, who 
was accordingly sent for. The reporters had 
already made their way into the Common Coun- 
cil chamber, in which the jury had made them- 
selves unanimous, and waited the finishing 
touches of this curious travesty with consider- 
able interest. ‘‘Gentlemen of the jury,” said the 
Coroner, ‘“‘ have you agreed upon a verdict?” 

“We have,” responded Foreman William E. 
Clark promptly. “ We find,” he continued, “ that 
said unknown woman came to her death by stab 
wounds in the neck, said wounds being icted 
by some person or —_ unknown.” 

Thus ended the Rahway inquest into one of 
the most brutal murders ever perpetrated, an 
investigation badly conducted from the first, 
and ending, as every one who attended its de- 
liberations supposed it would, in nothing. 

Tne interment, which was to have taken place 
drs will occur this afternoon at the Pres- 

yterian Cemetery in’ Rahway. This = 
ment, Undertaker Ryno said yesterday, was 
made. at the request of Mrs. Agnes Space, of 
Deckertown, N. J., who would not have been 
able to attend the funeral had itoccurred yester- 
day. Mrs. Space still persists in the assertion 
that the dead girl is her sister, Mary Dorman. 

Mayor Daly has received a letter mailed in 
New-York. It was signed “ Annie Christine Ost- 
berg, maiden name Larsen.” The police author- 
ities had it translated, it being written in Danish. 
The writer stated that she expected to come to 
Rahway to see the police officials ina few days 
to explain where she was living at the time the 
unknown girl was murdered. She says the 
Count de Zaleski once beat her with a shovel 
and told her that if she ever stepped a foot upon 
his property again he would have her arrested 
and punished. The writer told of several places 
where she had lived in New-York, but did not 
give her present address.

The Brooklyn investigation committee’s 
@ndeavors to find Skeele, the promoter of the 
Unfortunate Williamsburg District Telegraph 
Oompary. have proved futile, and, when it ad- 
journed yeaterday afternoon, with every pros- 
pect of no further mectings for the purpose of 
taking testimony, it looked as if its forthcoming 
reporton Breoklyn corruption would lack that 
person’s testimony. Marshal-at-Arnis Scott de- 
aovibed the efforts he had made to find Skeele, 
who, he said, waa reported by his friends to be 
at presevtin Kinderhook, N. Y. 

The witnesses who appeared before the com- 
mittee yesterday were resworn, Mr. Parsous 
stating that it had been suggested to him that, 
although they had already been sworn in Brook- 
lyn, the change of place might make this precau- 
tion neressary. Such of them as had testified 
Batureay swore, on their New-York; oaths, that 
thelr evidence on that day was true and that 
they believed at the time they were testifying 
ander cath. 

Fire Chief Nevins was recalled and stated that 
he had made ancther unavailing search for the 
checks and bank hook covering the time during 
which the transactions occurred upon which the 
committee desired full light te be thrown. He 
was again examined regarding the checks he re- 
eeived, which helped to make up the $8,500 
boodle which secured the electric light compa- 
nies’ franchises, but his memory was as bad as 
aver. Ha identified a check for $700 and another 
for $21 in his favor, signed BH. W. Pope, but did not 
remember whether the smaller one represented 
interest on the loan which the larger one paid. 
‘Bis memory being refreshed by a paper pro- 
fuced by Mr. Parsons, be said that he had held 


840 shares of atock of the Brooklyn District 
Telegraph Company, the par value of which was 
21,000, but hedia not remember what he paid 
orit. He would not say whether or not he had 
aid forall the stock he held in than company. 
Xe nad been interested in the Brooklyn District 
Telegrapa Company, the Municipal and Citizens’ 
Electric Jight Companies, and the Eastern 
Williamsburg) District Telegraph Company. 
ehad no interest in the Baltimore and Ohio 
“ompany. 

Mr. Pepe also reappeared upon the scene and 
Sted u little light upon the two checks which he 
had given Mr. Nevins. He said that the seven- 
hundred-dollar check wasin payment of a loan 
of that amount from Nevins and the twenty- 
one-dollar check was for two months’ interest 
on the same, which is at the rate of 18 per cent. 
perannum. Nevius wanted to charge more, and 
the payment at the rate mentioned was in the 
nature ef acompromise. Hesaid that Nevins’s 
ho:ding of Brooklyn District Telegraph Compa- 
ny’s stock was 1,300 sharesin all—a par value 
el $32,500—of which 840 shares were given to 
him for nothirg. For the others he paid at the 
rate of $1 75.and $3 per shure. 

Mr. Pope was then examined regarding the 
time at which he mace Nevins the payments re- 
quired by the latter asa necessary preliminary 
to securing the franchise from the “corrupt 
Board of Aldermen,” and in this connection, and 
in connection also with a bit of information sup- 
plied later by Mr. Cooper, and with the dates of 
the transactions which Nevins could not remem- 
ber. it isiuteresting to note that the franchise 
was originally granted by the Board of Alder- 
men May 5, 1884; that it was returned to them 
by Mayor Low with suggested amendments; 
that it was again granted, as amendea, by the 
board May 12, 1884, and by lapse of time becaine 
law 10 days later, although not signed by the 
Mayor. Mr. Pope said that he had examined his 
papers at Elizabeth and had fonnd that the pay- 
meuta were made to Nevins between May lland 
May 21. “The probability is,” be said. “that 
the sheecks were not paid over until the franchise 
Was completed.” 

“« Why not ?’ Mr. Parsons asked. 

“ Because. in a letter to me, one of the parties 
4applring the money objected.to its being paid 
until all objections to the franchise were re- 
moved. The writer of the letter did not want 
to run any chances.” 

Mr. Pope said that he wished to say that in his 
opfuion the payment of money by himself and 
friends was not bribery on thetr part, but extor- 
tion on the part of those whe received it.

I remember Nevins telling 
moe that he was interested somewhat in Balti- 
more aod Ohio and that that company had had 
difficulty in getting through.” 

Mr. Cooper took the stand and produced his 

rivute bank book for 1884, and said that 
Charies Cooper & Co. were not in existence at 
that time. He had huntea for but bad failed 
to find the check book which the committee 
desirel to examine. He could give no explana- 
tion of its disappearance. The returned checks 
had aiso evaded his search. 

“Whatelse did you find haa disappeared ?” 
Mr. Parsons asked.

An examination of the book showed that 
among its recerd of checks was one of $3,340. 
This was a cheok, he sald, that he had given to 
Thomas F. Nevins about May 21,1884. It was 
given him to pay for $3,000 worth of stock in 
the Electric Torch Company, in which Nevins 
was interested and which the witness decided 
to go into. The balance was for money 
whica the witness owed Nevins. The Electric 
Torch had proved a failure, and witness, al- 
though he never got the stock from Nevins, had 
hever gct back his money from him. Asked to 
be more particular, Mr. Cooper acknowledged 
that May > was the day upon which Nevins re- 
ceived from him his check for $3,340.

hey afterward passed it again May 12.” 

“According to Nevins’s bank account,” Mr. 
Parsons said, “he deposited $3,340 May 14, 
1884, and drew a check forthat amount on the 
Bane das, and redeposited it May 21 following.” 

“T have no explanation to make of that.” 

Mr. Nevins was recalled and did not remember 
anything about the three-thousand-three-hun- 
dred-and-forty-dollar transaction between him- 
self and Cooper, whose testimony he had just 
heard. He remembered the Electric Torch Com- 
pany transaction. He had bought stock in the 
eompany and had been sued for breach of con- 
tract. He had sold Cooper -half the stock he 
bought, but didn’t assign Cooper any stock or 
return him the money. He did not remember 
why he deposited the $3,340 on the same day 
that he drew it out. He could remember noth- 
ing that would confirm Cooper's statement re- 
garding the check for $3,340. He could not say 
wheter anything in the nature of the Electric 
Torch Company transaction required the deposit- 
ing and drawing out of the $3,340 on the same 

ay. 

Norman B. Tyler, the bookkeeper of the Manu- 
facturers’ National Bauk of Brooklyn, submitted 
to the committee a copy of Couper’s account 
with the bank from Dec. 8,1888, to July 1, 1884. 
A creditentry under date of May 23, 1884, for 
$886 05 was the net proceeds of a note which 
the bank had discounted for Cooper. This entry, 
the counsel for the committee believe, may sup- 
ply the clue to the missing $910 in the Munic- 

al Electric Light Company’s contribution to 
the boodle. Their assessment was $4.250; their 

cash payment, according to Mr. Pope, was $3,340.

4HB SHAMROOK LAUNOHED. 


MAXWELL’S YACHT ENTERS THE 
WATER AMID ADMIRING CHEERS. 
Mr. J. Rogers Maxwell's new sloop Sham- 


rock was Jaunched yesterday afternoon at 
Mumm’s Yard, foot-of Fiftty-fifth-street, Brook- 
lyn. The new vessel is painted white above her 
water line and green below. A pole was crected 
in the place where her mast will be and flags 
ran fore and aft from this. At her taffrail stood 
the American yacht ensign on a short staff and 
at her bow the Irish flag, in honor of her name. 


A large crowd of people gathered around the 
yard to see her enter the water, as there 1s 
great interest in this boat. She was designed by 
Mr. Maxwell and is expected to be fast. 

Mr. Maxwell arrived a little before 3:30 P. M. 
and the men immediately began knocking away 
the shores. At 3:30she began to move, and 4 
moment later she was sliding down the well 
soaped ways ata fine pace. The crowd on her 
deck cheered loudly and the crowd on the shore 
aud wharves answered, while Miss Louise Max- 
well, the owner’s young daugbter, christened 
the new sloop as she plunged into the water 
and glided gracefully down beside the Atlantic. 
It was immediately remarked that the Shamrock 
had been ballasted with perfect skill. She was 
just down to her water line aft, and forward she 
was about four anc one-half inches above it. 
When her mast, spars, anchors, and chains are 
aboara she will be just where she ought to be. 

The new boat isa beauty. She has an over- 
hanging stern very much like the Puritan’s, and 
an exceedingly graceful clipper bow. She has 
about three-Hfths forebody, and fines away aft 
in beautiful style. She bas a goud area of dead 
wood aft, and the blending of it into the counter 
is done in a smooth and flowing curve. She 
should carry very little if any dead water aft. 
As she lay on the water yesterday she was a re- 
markably trim-looking boat, and she will prob- 
ably be afastone. Bay Ridge is proud of her, 
and expects to see her make trouble for Mr. 
Iselin’s Titania, the steel sloop designed by Bur- 
gess and now building at City Island. 

As the chief local yachting interest is likely to 
centre around these two beats this season, a 
comparison of their figures may be of value, and 
is herewith given.

ToLepo, Ohio, April 30.—No, it wasn’t a 
chapel, or itisn’t a chapel, As a chapel its loca- 
tion seemed peculiarly out of place, in a spot de- 
voted exclusively to the manufacture of wine; 
but in supposing that it might be a chapel THE 
TrmeEs’s correspondent had only made the usual 
mistake. The little brick and stone building, 
with its beetle-browed, narrow windows, 
had a monkish look, and upon entering it 
through a number of underground passages, 
long enough, cold enough, and dark enough to 
remind a@ visitor of a dungeon of the Inquisition, 
attention was drawn to the picture of a friar 
who held in his right hand a goblet of wine, 
golden in bue, and to judge from the expression 
on the face of the capon-lined priest, of ex- 
quisite vintage. But the picture only held the 
attention for a moment. The visitor felt 
intuitively that there was something else 
of more moment close at hand. And there waa, 
for standing on an oaken platform, several feet 
higher than the stone floor one faced a bit of 
man’s handiwork, so huge, so massive, yet with- 
al so handsome in its vast proportions that even 
from such a vantage point as the oaken plat- 
form, the visitor experienced an oppressive 
sense of his littleness. 

This was the Toledo tun. Who has not heard 
of the Heidelburg tun? Posterity may never 
know the extent of the vast army of Germans 
and of continental people generally, who, in- 
quaffiing their modest gallons after the abste 
mious fashion of some foreign nations, have 


slowly but none the less surely lost their grip 
upon the reasoning faculties and died in misery 
on account of their inability to accurately 
determine the number of gulps contained in 
the Heidelburg tun. Some one—possibly a 
Koaight of bor who hasn’t been 2& 
resident long enough to possess the elective 
franchise, and whose taste runs to whisky—may 
inquire why the capacity of the Heidelburg tun 
in gulps should be so difficult of solution. Such 
& person must, of course, be unaware that the 
said tun had a capacity of 50,000 gallons, more 
or lesa. Had it contained exactly 50,000 gal- 
lons, the joy of the exultant German would have 
been boundless. It was the “more or less” that 
stuggered him, and sent so many to grass in @ 
premature way. 

No such fate awaits the man who looks upon 
aud asks questions about the Toledo tun. ‘The 
latter Was not built in the sixteenth century, 
like its predecessor, and its constructors took 
good care to find out exactly how much liquid 
it would hold before a curious public was turned 
looss upon if. Everybody in Toledo has seen 
the Toledo tun. No visitor is allowed to escape 
without luoking atit. And itis situated at such 
adistance from the various railroad stations 
that no visitor whose time is not ample—to say 
pnething about his capacity—ever forgets the 
visit or his more or less desperate exertions to 
cateh his train. 

A TIMES’s correspondent, who wanted to feel 
Toledo’s pulse on the inter-State commerce law, 
and bad discovered that it ranged between 50 
and 400, according to the railroad tariffs, which 
were in a condition of harrowing uncertainty at 
the time, was informed of the rule that forbade 
any visitor leaving the city without seeing the 
Toledo tun. A committee congisting of J. F. 
Zahm, & prominent grain. and commission mer- 
chant; Mr. Trowbridge, a partner of ‘* Nasby,” 
an ex-New-Yurker, and a mewber of the Lotos 
Ciub of that city, and Mr. L. Crowell, who repre- 
sents 8. F. Kneeland, of New-York, in the Tol- 
edo, St. Louis and Kansas City Railroad, took 
charge of him, and kept both eyes on him until 
he was depusited in front of the great tun. 

If George IIL, of England—the gentleman 
who was bothered to understand how the apple 
found its way tnto the middle of the dumpling— 
hud been plumped down in front of the Toledo 
tun, aud had asked the owner, Mr. Lenk, how he 
had managed to get the tun into the chapel, he 
might bave escaped the reputation he earned 
through the apple episode. There would have 
been some excuse for the inquiry, because the 
chapel isavery solid sort of building, and the 
tun stretches from the massive supports on 
which it rests, and these are squatty, to within a 
few feet of the ridgepole aud beyond the eaven, 

The Heidelberg tun is the most ‘aucient, of 
course; it was built in the sixteenth century. 
But at that period, as Mr. Trowbridge very per- 
tinently remarks, there was no wuecessity for 
anything of the sort.at Toiedo. And the visitor 
insensibly feels that if such a necessity had ex- 
isted Toledo would have been heard from. Re- 
sides, although the Heidelberg tum holds 50,000 
gallons, more jor less, and is covered with 
carvings of achrious and ingenious character, 
itis not properly a tun; itdves not possess the 
glorious proportions of the Toledo tun, which is 
exactly the counterpart, except in size, of a 
perfectly constructed cask. ‘Chen, again, the 
Peidelburg tun has vot been full for over 200 
years, whereas the Toledo tun is always 
full, and has been since the beginning 
of the present yeur. When the statement 
is made that the Tvledo tun is always full the 
workmeu employed by Mr. Lenk lovk at it witn 
sorrowful gaze and compare its condition with 
theirown. The Toledo tun has an unbroken 
record. It celebrated New Year’s Day in a con- 
dition of fullness and bas been full ever since. 
When a Toledo man is asked by a court why he 
made a beastof himself and wants to escape 
with a light sentence by appealing to the 
patriotism of the justice he admits that he was 
engaged in a desperate attempt to emulate the 
example of the Toledo tun. 

As the entrance to the chapel—for the home of 
the Toledo tun is always so described—is only of 
moderate size, the visitor, after comparing the 
proportions of the building and its occupant, is 
forced to assume that the tun was constructed 
just where it stands, and be is liable to remark 
taat the workmen must have had very little 
elbow room. From his experience with the tun 
Mr. Trowbridge is enabied for the time being to 
become a mind reader. The visitor may not 
have given expression to his thoughts. They are 
quite as plain to Mr. Trowbridge, however, as if 
he had, and that gentlemen shakes his head 
gently, smiles approvingly at the tun and says: 
* The tun was built before the chapel.” After 
this admission no New-York reporter will give 
the enemy an opportunity of putting him in 
George LIL’s category, so silence reigns until the 
owner of the tun can no longer contain himself, 
end he proffers the information that the tun was 
constructed in the open. its present foundation 
was then built, and 1t was plared in position. 
Then the chapel was built around it, so that the 
chapel and the tun were fashioned on the apple 
dumpling plan. 

Work was begun on the tun in 1883; but the 
solid American oak of which itis built was dry- 
ing in a kiln for six years prior to that. Itsesolid 
caken staves are 21 feet long and 6 inches 
square. In the rough six of them fermea a 
load for a two-horse team. With the utmost 
nicety they were put in place, until as a 
whole they measured over 60 feét in cir- 
cumference. Through the centre of the 
tun, where it curves outward in a huge 
swell, it measures 21 feet; the diameter at 
the ends is 18 feet. It contains 36,000 gallons 
ef dry wine. To withstand the enormous press- 
ure of this bulk three iron rods are carried from 
end to end, where they are riveted in oaken 
beams of great size and strength. The hoops are 
of iron. There are 140f them and they weigh 
three tons. Each hoop is six inches broad and 
about a third of aninch in thickness. They are 
well groowed hoops and shine asif in constant 
eontact with an emery wheel. But everything 
about the great tun betokens the great care 
that is taken of it. Its oaken surface 
is polished to such a degree that the sun loves 

.0 creep in through the prison-like windows and 
dance upon its shining bulk. The huge brass 
spigot glitters like gold fresh from the coiner’s 
uand. The oaken platform that faces its tre- 
mendous head, and the oaken stairway that 
winds around the base and enables the visitor to 


look down upon the mammoth, glisten 
under frequent coats of varnish. A blow 
upon its iron-ribbed body makes no 
mpression uniess the ear. be_ placed 


slose to the wood; then the sound is like the 
last gasp of a thunder clap. Days and days 
were occupied in fillingit with Catawba made 
from grapes that zrow on islands in Put In Bay, 
where Commodore Perry taught John Bull a 
lesson some years ago. And when the tun was 
full, when 36,000 gallons of wine had been 
poured into the vastinterior, there was much 
rejoicing in the immediate vicinity, and all who 
witnessed the completion of the process felt in 
duty bound to drink to the health of the Teledo 
tun, and to do so in such unstinted measure that 
the occasion is likely never to be furgotten by 
those who participated. 

How much the tun weighs Tam unable to tell, 
but its contents weigh 125 tons of 2,240 pounds 
each, allowing 8 pounds to the gallon. 

As Tue Times will undoubtedly extend the 
reputation of the Toledo tun it might be proper 
to state that its only rival, the Heidelberg tun, 
is no longer in a condition to hold 50,000 
gallons, or one gallon. Age has increased its 
Value as a curiosity, but has impaired a useful- 
ness that was only for @ short time tested 
to its full extent. It has contained no wine 
for a long time, and was drank from for the last 
time when Emperor William of Germany was 
crowned. On thatoceasiona cask of wine was 
placed in the ancient tun in such a position that 
its contents could be drawn through thespigot of 
the monstrous cask. So, as it stands to-day, the 
| Toledo tun is, from a commercial standpoint, the 
| largest tunin the world, and in supportof this 
| statement Toledo is willing to bank its last dol- 
} lar. So. Be Be
